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Expect Board To 
Take Action On 
Mass Transit 


Tho Schaumburg Village Board is ex- 


pected to take action next week support- 
ing a mass transit district for the six 
northeastern Illinois counties, minus the 
City of Chicago. 


Mayor Robert 0. Atcher Tuesday 


asked the board to pass a resolution sup- 
porting the pending Illinois House Bill 
4363, which provides for a mass transit 
district including all the six counties ex- 
copt Chicago. Atcher called for this bill, 
Instead of the alternate House Bill 4313, 
which would form a similar district, in* 
eluding the City of Chicago. 


Another suburban mayor, Howell J. 


Holloman of Lombard, urged all subur- 
ban communities to take such action ear- 
lier this week. 


H.B. 4313 would "create a mass trans- 


portation district in which we would have 
no representation, and set up a board 
over which wo would have practically no 
authority, and a taxing district to tax 
ua," said Atcher. 


THAT BILL PROVIDES for a three- 


man board to operate tho district, with 
one representative chosen by Chicago's 
Mayor Richard J. Daley, a second cho- 
sen by Gov. Richard Ogllvio, and the 
third chosen by the two together. 


Mayor Holloman supports a measure 


for a district excluding Chicago and hav- 
ing • nine-member board of directors, 
none oLwhlch would be named by Daley. 


Atchor's proposed resolution for the 


Schaumburg Village Board did not speci- 
fy the number of directors, but did urge 
adherence to the one-man, one-vote phi- 
losophy. It also specified that no village 
funds should be diverted from county, 
state or federal sources to create the dis- 
trict. A further point calls for saving 
existing modes of public transportation.

Salaries To Board Today 


The long, frequently frustrating nego- 


tiations between the Dlst. 211 Board of 
Education and teachers ended Tuesday 
night, with relief, but little rejoicing, on' 
both sides. 


The talks, which began in February, 


ended when the negotiators for the board 
and the Dist. 211 Education Association, 
bargaining unit for the teachers, signed a 
tentative agreement on a new salary 
scale. 


The agreement will provide for in- 


creases on the paychecks for all the dis- 
trict's teachers. "The base pay will in- 
crease from $8,300 to $8,600 and the pay 
for teachers with more experience and 
education will Increase on the same scale 
in effect last year. 


The one teacher in the district at the 


top of the scale will move from $17,638 to 
$18,275. 
. 


The contract will be submitted to the 


full school board for ratification tonight 
and to the teachers next week. 
, 


ASSUMING THE contract is ratified 


by both sides, the two sides will take a 
breather before beginning talks hi Febru- 
ary for the 1973-74 contract. 


The final contract which will be sub- 


mitted for-approval-is a combination of 
compromises, with major ground yielded 
by the school board on the issue of work- 
ing conditions and concessions made by 
the teachers on salaries and fringe bene- 
fits. 


The agreement to include working con- 


ditions in this contract, and to provide 
for negotiation on all other working con- 
ditions next year, may well be the most 
significant part of the contract. 


Talks deadlocked ^arly in the bargain- 


Ing when the board refused to place any 
guarantees on working conditions in the 
contract. The board changed that posi- 
tion after a mass meeting of the teachers 
in August expressed support for the asso- 
ciation position In asking for contract 
guarantees. 
' As a result, the teachers won guaran- 
tees on .evaluation and transfer policies 


and can negotiate for class size guaran- 
tees next year. Association officials, fol- 
lowing the settlement, expressed the be- 
lief that next year's negotiations will 
take full advantage of the newly-won 
ability to bargain working conditions. 


THE ASSOCIATION leaders, however, 


are likely to have the most trouble con- 
vincing their members that the salary 
agreement, which does not change the 
index rewarding experienced teachers 
and does not provide for raises for extra 
duty jobs, is a victory. 


As the final tentative agreement was 


signed Tuesday, several spectators' mut- 
tered that they would vote against the 
settlement because the index had not 
been changed to provide more substan- 
tial raises for experienced teachers. 


"It may not mean anything, but I'll 


cast my no vote," said the woman teach- 
er who has sat through a number of bar- 
gaining meetings.

Insurance 
On Flooding 
OKdBy HUD 


Subsidized flood Insurance for resi- 


dents of Schaumburg has been approved 
by the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD). - 


Authorization for the rates was an- 


nounced Tuesday night by John Coste, 
village administrator, who said the insur- 
ance is to be available as oi Friday to 
residents anywhere in the village desig- 
nated as "an area of special flood haz- 
ards." 


Coste and Mayor Robert 0. Atcher also 


told of steps seeking federal reimburse- 
ment of village expenditures for flood 
problems on public properties. The vil- 
lage is going to apply for compensation 
through the regional office of the Federal 
Disaster Assistance Program. 


Approval for sale of federal flood in- 


surance at subsidized rates was con- 
firmed in a letter from George K. Bern- 
stein, federal insurance administrator 
in HUD's Federal Insurance Adminis- 
tration. 


THE SUBSIDIZED insurance is to be 


available only for structures existing as 
of Friday. Not eligible for the coverage, 
for the time being, will be structures in 
which construction or substantial im- • 
provement.begins after Friday. 


The phrase "emergency basis" refers ' 


to the insurance administration not yet 
having specific locations for flood hazard 
areas, explained Coste. 


Those structures constructed or im- 


proved after Friday and located within 
special hazard areas also will be eligible 


' for the Insurance, said Bernstein. But 


they will have to pay the full, non-subsi- 
dized rates.

THE COVERAGE IS available under 


the National Flood Insurance program, 
which sets rate structures and limits cov- 
erage. Local servicing agent for the pro- 
gram is State Farm Fire & Casualty Co., 
2309 E. Oakland Ave., Bloomingdale, but 
property owners may purchase the insur- 
ance from any licensed broker. The bro- 
kers may obtain forms and information 
from State Farm. 


The village submitted a flood plain 


map with its application for the pro- 
gram, said Coste, but he added "it may 
take quite some time to determine who is 
in a flood plain and who isn't" 


Stressing that individual property own- 


ers still must arrange for the insurance, 
and pay the reduced premiums, Mayor 
Robert 0. Atcher noted the village 
"didn't have to change anything to meet 
the standards" to qualify for the pro- 
gram. 


THE REIMBURSEMENT program ap- 


plies strictly to village expenses and not 
to private costs Mayor Atcher noted. 


If the village application for reim- 


bursement is approved, .the village will 
be paid the cost of man hours, materials 
and equipment for such work as pumping 
out the water which flooded Schaumburg 
'Township Public Library Aug. 25. Also to 
be reimbursed would be the cost of re- 
building road shoulders which washed 
out in rams the same date; Atcher said. 


To qualify for the reimbursement, the 


village appointed Coste' as village repre- 
sentative to file a claim. 


State and federal inspectors then will' 


be sent to the village to examine suppor-. 
tive documents for the claim, and inspect ' 
locations where work was done.

Court Suit Is Entered 
Against Paddock Family 


Three minority stockholders of The 


Paddock Corporation have filed'suit in 
U.S. District Court charging three mem- 
l$ers, of the Paddock family with 
"fraudulently inducing" them to invest 
$920,000 In the company in 1971. 


The Paddock Corporation is a holding 


company for Paddock Publications Inc., 
Arlington Heights, publishers of The Her- 
ald and eight other Northwest suburban 
dally newspapers, and Paddock Circle 
Newspapers Inc., Libertyville, publishers 
of seven weekly newspapers in Lake 
County. 


The suit was filed by Robert K. Burns 


of Chicago, a professor of business at 
University of Chicago; John R. Malone 
of Park Forest, a newspaper consultant; 
and George M. Hilgendorf of Winnetka, 
an attorney. Malone and Hilgendorf are 
former officers of the corporation. 


Their complaint names Stuart R. Pad- 


dock Jr., Robert Y. Paddock, their sister 
Margie S. Flanders and Andrew Lamb, 
corporate treasurer. It alleges that the 
Paddocks "made representations and 
agreements which were false, untrue and 
fraudulent" in order to secure the in- 
vestments. The plaintiffs charge that the 
alleged agreement included promises of 
revision in corporate and management 
structure s well as assurances that all 


three plaintiffs "would occupy certain 
important offices and positions with the 
company." 


Burns, Hilgendorf and Malone pre- 


sently control approximately 23.6 per 
cent of the corporation voting stock. An 
additional 23.4 per cent is held by other 
minority stockholders with approximate- 
ly 53 per cent controlled by the Paddock 
family. 


The suit seeks $500,000 In punitive dam- 


ages for each of the plaintiffs and asks 
for appointment of a new board of direc- 
tors. 


Stuart R. Paddock Jr., president of the 


corporation, said, "It is our judgment, 
and that of counsel, that the suit is 
without merit in every detail. It will be 
aggressively defended, and we are con- 
fident of a favorable outcome."

Pollution Control System Causes Fire 


Testing of a new pollution control sys- 


tem set off a fire yesterday at the Chi- 
cago Magnet Wire Corp. plant, 001 Chase 
Ave., Elk Grove Village, when a ventilat- 
ing fan failed and the system overheated. 


Elk Grove Village Fire Chief Allen Hu- 


lett said dry chemicals and some water 
were used to fight the blaze. 


Fourteen pieces of equipment from the 


village, Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect responded to the fire at the 
plant, and additional fire engines from 
Schaumburg and DCS Plaincs stood by at 


Elk Grove Village fire stations. All off- 
duty Elk Grove Village firemen were 
called back to work. 


The fire was controlled, and no em- 


ployes were evacuated from the building. 


Anthony Jordan, Magnet Wire execu- 


tive vice president, said the section 
where the fire occurred had been closed 
down during the testing in case there 
was trouble, and the rest of the plant 
was In full operation. 


He said the anti-pollution device ran 


well for about 10 minutes after it was 
started before the ventilating fan failed 
and materials in the duct caught fire. He 
said the fire was controlled by the work- 
ers and didn't understand why so much 
fircfighting equipment was called out. 


Al Collier, quality controller for Mag- 


net Wire, said, ,"lt (the fire) was just 
like getting a fire in the ashes of a fur- 
nace at home. There* is no danger as long 
as the fire is confined." 


Hulctt said his main concern was that 


the heat was so intense it might collapse 
the four-foot wide duct work. 


Testing of the equipment may continue 


for the next few weeks in on effort to put 
the $500,000 system into operation. The 
equipment has been designed to elimi- 
nate 05 per cent of the odor-producing 
phenolic compounds emitted by the 
plant. 


Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. Atcher 


responded Tuesday night to charges by 
the village building, commissioner that 
the building department is understaffed 
for the amount of construction under 
way. 


Atcher said neither the commissioner, 


Hugh Cahill, nor The Herald reporter 
who quoted Cahill were in the village be- 
tween 1968 and 1970 "and they haven't 
the slightest idea of what they were pre- 
senting as facts."

ever, that they could convince the teach- 
ers to endorse the contract "when they 
see what other contracts look like." A. 
representative of the Illinois Education 
Association, the state-wide teacher or- 
ganization, agreed, saying, "Not many 
districts are getting any more money 
than this."

leaders will sell the package, even if 
some teachers are unhappy with the 
amount of money it contains.

"This what one of our employes called 


one man," said Atcher. 


The mayor said he was speaking be- 


cause he "thought it best to pass along 
the facts.!' 


In The Herald story, published Tues- 


day, Cahill said the village currently had 
a total of six inspectors plus a building 
commissioner, assistant building com- 
missioner and a plan examiner. He said 
he is so swamped with work he has diffi- 
culty administrating the office. 


Atcher was contacted twice before the 


story was published, and declined to 
comment then on Caheill's assessment of 
staffing. He did send work through a 
spokesman he would review the size and 
adequacy of the department.

small to the license holders when they 
examine their notices of licensing fees 
for 1973. The board also took the first 
step Tuesday for an across-thc-bar In- 
crease of 33 per cent in liquor license 
fees. 


Village counsel also was instructed to 


prepare an amendment with the new fee 
rates. 


PROPOSED INCREASES for specific 


licenses ore: 


Class A, package goods, or Class B, for 


consumption on the premises, now $750, 
to be raised to $1,000. 


Class C, a combination of Classes A

Class E, wine and beer packaged 


goods, and Class F, for consumption of 
wine and beer on the premises, now $375, 
to be raised to $500. 


Class II, a combination of Classes E 


and F, now $500, to bo raised to $625. 


THE FEE for a one-day license, $22.50, 


will not be changed. Several officials 
commented "it's always waived any- 
way," in reference to the fact such li- 
censes generally are requested by civic 
groups for fund raising events. Also un- 
changed will be the fee for a non-profit 
club license, created when International

serving liquor In its club house. The fee, 
$300, never has been charged because 
such licenses never have been issued.

Shatkus Named Principal At Dooley School 


Program Making Headway 


by MARY HOULIHAN 


Going to school In a different country 


and learning in a language other than 
one's native tongue la usually not much 
of a problem for most children. Accord- 
ing to ono expert, It takes only a few 
months before a child whose native lan- 
guage b not English begins to catch up 
to learning on an equal basis with his 
peers. 


This Is because the adjustment lies not 


in how smart a child b but in whether he 
or she fccb secure in his native culture 
despite the fact that ho b living In a 
different country, experts say. 


For those children who arc unsure of 


themselves and feel inferior because 
they are different, however, learning In a 
different language can be upsetting. 
Most schools do little to encourage the 
child in anything but English. Dis- 
couraged from continuing In his native 
language. and customs, the child has 
problems adjusting socially and, many 
times, just gives up and drops out. 


Because of tho many problems encoun- 


tered by tho foreign speaking child, the 
State of Illinois two years ago embarked 
on a voluntary bilingual education pro- 
gram. The program was established not 
only to help youngsters learn to speak 
English, but abo to'help tho child with 
two languages to function Independently 
in both languages. 


BECAUSE AT many schools In the 


stale as much as 10 to 20 per cent of the 
student body Is Spanish-speaking, the de- 
cision was made- to start the program 
first wlth*5panbh-spoaklng children. This 
group was abo one of those that found It 
hardest to adjust to learning In tradition- 
al educational programs. 


As Maria Medina Swanson, director of 


the new bilingual education service cen- 
ter recently established In Mount Pros- 
pect, explained, "the schools themselves 
havo traditionally belittled their Spanish 


culture feeling that the Anglo culture 
was superior. So just being in the 
schools, the kids would get the feeling of 
inferiority." 


Abo, Mrs-. Swanson said, the school 


system often wax not able to provide the 
Sapnlsh-speakuig child with programs 
that helped him achieve at grade level. 


A CHILD BEGINS learning long before 


he comes to school, according to the ex- 
perts. By the time he b 5 years old, he 
has mastered practically the entire 
sound system and much of the grammat- 
ical structure of hb native language. 
Hb language already reflects a set of 
values tied to a particular group, to a 
way of thinking, feeling and acting, they 
say. 


"These are strengths to build upon 


rather than handicaps to successful 
learning," Mrs. Swanson explained.,"By 
using hb native language for classroom 
instruction, the child b allowed to contln- 
uo uninterruptedly from 
home to 


school," she said. 


' The bilingual program stresses the use 
of the native language in teaching. 


The. most important-prerequisite for 


state approval of any school program de- 
pends on how the bilingual aspect b In- 
tegrated with the'rest of the school pro- 
gram, so that the same concepts are 


• taught .in both English and Spanish 


classes at the same time. Thb allows the 
child to make .immediate progress in 
continuing learning rather than post- 
poning development until a new language 
has been acquired. 
' THE SCHEDULE .usually works out 
with the child spending part of the day in 
English-speaking classes and part in 
classes conducted by'special bilingual, 
bi-cultural teachers. 


Since the bilingual program was estab- 


lished two years ago, the number of 
schools using the program has grown 
from five to 22. "The numbers are grow- 
ing," Mrs. Swanson said. "People are fi- 
nally realizing the Importance of this 
kind of program."

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Since to many tools have cutting 


edges, a tool to keep them sharp should 
be among them. 


Simple sharpening equipment includes 


a mill file or a stone, preferably both. 
Got yourself a silicon carbide stone 
which Is available In a large variety of 
shapes and sizes. As you get experience 
you will want to try out some of these 
varieties which Include more than one 
grit as well. 


Those artificial stones have replaced 


natural stones'and so It Is now possible 
to get both a coarao and a fine grit in the 
same stone. 


Sometimes1 more than sharpening Is 


needed. As tools become extremely dull 
and nicked they need grinding. Use a 
grindstone or emery wheel If you use a 
power-operated wheel for grinding, make 
certain you don't overheat the blade. 


Overheating will cause it to lose its 


temper. Dip the tool In water now and 
then to cool 1L 


STRAIGHT EDGE tools with a bevel 


along one surface must be reground so. 
that the bevel Is retained. Most tools are 
beveled at 25 degrees. As you grind, 
move the blade back and forth so'that It 
Is ground evenly. 


After It Is ground, the blade Is sharp- 


ened on an oilstone. It is the oil In the 
stone that prevents overheating. Use a 
light machine oil to keep the stone 
treated. 


Should the stone get clogged after re- 


peated use, place it In an oven and then 
wipe away the oil that the heat brings to 
tho surface. 


Grinding and sharpening are done 


against the edge. If you are using a re- 
volving wheel, then the wheel should turn 
toward the tool If you are honing 
(sharpening) the blade by rubbing it 
against a stone, then move It in a circu- 
lar motion holding the blade raised 
slightly. This will put the pressure 
against the edge. 


Some tools can be touched up with a 


file. This Is especially true of garden 
tools. 


Work Is easier If you clamp the tool to 


be sharpened In a vise. Retain the old 
bevel if there was one. Grass shears, in- 
cidentally, have no bevel along the edges 
that meet. 


Spades and hoes kept sharp will make 


your work easier. 


The blade of a rotary mower Is sharp- 


ened by first removing it from tho mow- 
er and then mounting In a vise. A flip 
will both sharpen and remove the nicks.' 


Reel mowers are not sharpened by 


touching up the blades on the reel but by 
touching up the bed knife with a file or a 
atone. 


There are special knife sharpeners (ei- 


ther hand or power operated) that are 
used by simply pulling the knife through

A Nonpartisan Political Medal?

Thii 
particular piece comes In both bronze 
and silver, as do most medals, but what 
mokes It unique Is (hat nowhere does It 
refer to « political party. ' 


This must be a compliment to the sen- 


ator from Oregon, .taking foe granted toe 
Immense popularity enjoyed among vot- 
ers In his «U4«, Republican or Democrat. 


The model and the medals were a gift 


to the senator from Ralph J. Menconl as 
a gesture of long-standing friendship. 
This in Itself is most unusual and came 
as a surprise to both Hatfleld and the 
Mcdalllc Art Co., which produced a 
series in bronze and a series in silver. 


Q — I GOT THE Increase in my 


monthly social security payments Octo- 
ber 3rd.

The Social Security Adminis- 
tration docs not know when or If this 
amount will bo effective until It has been 
passed by the Congress, Senate and 
President. By continuing to read and lis- 


ten to thn r.a#s you will learn when such 
a proposal does become law. 


"Q'— MY WIFE recently had a stroke" 


that left her with a severe speech prob- 
lem. She's 66 now. If she gets speech 
therapy at home through health visits, 
will our Medicare coverage pay for it? 


A — Yes. Medicare will pay for up to 


100 home health visits each calendar 
year — if your wife needs speech thera- 
py, if she's confined to her home, and if 
her doctor has •determined she needs 
homo health core and sets up and period- 
ically reviews a plan for the care. Also, 
the home health agency must be one that 
participates In Medicare.

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De«r Dr. Lamb — My husband drinks 


heavily on weekends and it makes him 
quite sick. He complains afterwards 
about his stomach burning. For relief be 
drinks milk, takes Maalox and soda wa- 
ter. Could you possibly give me some ad- 
vice as to what the burning and bloating 
la. Is it a stomach ulcer? I would appre- 
ciate any advice as I can't get him to a 
doctor. 


Dear Reader — The obvious answer to 


his problem Is to quit drinking. If this is 
an every weekend affair, he probably 
needs help. Your letter suggests that he 
functions all right otherwise, and I pre- 
sume that his weekend drinking signifies 
that he Is gainfully employed during the 
week. 


Weekend alcoholics aren't necessarily 


new. That's what gave rise to the term 
"lost weekend." Ho really should see a 
doctor to find out about his general phys- 
ical condition and get some help from 
him in stopping drinking. Short of this, I 
would recommend that ho contact Alco- 
holics Anonymous (AA) and see if they 
can help him with his problem. Make no 
mistake about it, anyone who drinks 
regularly on weekends to the point that 
they make themselves sick does have an 
alcohol problem. 


The stomach complaint you describe Is 


typical of IndlvduaLs who overindulge in 
alcohol. It Is called alcoholic gastritis, 
which literally means' Inflammation of 
the stomach caused by alcohol. The lin- 
ing of the stomach becomes reddened, 
engorged and Irritated. By the way, Indi- 
viduals can have gastritis even though 
they don't use alcohol. 


Of course, there's no guarantee that 


your husband doesn't havo an ulcer and 
It would require a good medical exam- 
ination to establish its presence or ab- 
sence. I think itk's a safe bet though that 
he at least docs have alcoholic gastritis 
with each of the drinking bouts as you 
describe them. The best treatment for 
gastritis of any kind is a bland diet, 
avoiding spicy foods and things which ir- 
ritate the stomach which definitely In- 
chido alcohol. Antacids and a bland diet 
are about the only thing you con do. If ho 
really wants to got some relief, he's go- 
ing to have to give up his drinking 


habits.' In addition to stomach problems 
excessive drinking can cause damage to 
the liver and the heart. In men it Is a 
frequent cause of impotency. If more 
men realized what alcohol does to their 
sex life rather thanfor.it, there would be 
a lot less drinking. Then there is the 
gradual brain damage1 that occurs from 
drinking too much. 


Dr. Dr. Lamb — If a person is taking 


'thyroid medicine and also birth control 
pills, does the throld.medicine prevent 
the birth control pills from acting? My 
doctors says no but a friend has had two 
different doctors tell her it will 


Dear Reader — Your doctor is right. 


Birth cntrol pills are composed of the fe- 
male hormones produced by the ovaries 


during the normal menstrual cycle. 
These hormones, through a complex 
mechanism, block the ovaries from pro- 
ducing another egg (ovum) and in this 
way prevent pregnancy. When the 
amount of these hormones is diminished, • 
the ovary is activated and fires off an- 
other egg. The usual female cycle liter- 
ally then isva rising and falling of the 
female hormones. When the hormones 
fall, menstruation occurs and the next 
cycle to release another, egg begins. By 
providng female hormones regularly and 
withdrawing 'them for the menstrual pe- 
riod, birth control Is accomplished. Giv- 
ing thyroid tablets will not interfere with 
this action between female hormones and 
the ovaries.

Release Stamp Honoring Franklin 


by BERNADINE M. RECHNER 


A 7 cent U.S. stamp honoring Ben- 


jamln Franklin will be released Oct. 20 
In Philadelphia. The denomination is in- 
tended to pay postage for certain educa- 
tional materials' which are granted a 
preferential rate. Among Franklin's 
many civic activities was his founding of 
what is now the University of Pennsylva-' 
nia so his appearance on the educational 
rate Issue is particularly appropriate. 


Franklin appeared on the first U.S. 


stamp, issued In 1847, and has reap, 
pcorcd 23 times since then. Only Abra- 
ham Lincoln and Georgo Washington 
have been pictured more times. 


The stamp was dcslpcd by Bill Hyde 


of San Francisco and cites Franklin as a 
signer of the Declaration of Ilndepen- 
denco and of the Constitution and as min- 
ister to France. 


Perhaps his greatest service came in 


1778 when ho negotiated a treaty of al- 
liance with France which brought .the 
feeble United States military and mone- 
tary aid which speeded the end of the 
American Revolutionary War. 


Franklin is also known as a printer, 


writer, Inventor, postmaster general and 
statesman. He invented bifocal glasses 
and an Improved stove and is believed to 
have Invented the first rocking chair. He 
printed the first cartoon in an American

Baldness Illegal 


It's not only unsafe to drive a car 


on bald tires in Illinois; thanks to 
the legislature and Gov. Richard 
Ogilvic, it's also illegal. 


On Sept. 1, Gov. Ogilvic signed a 


bill into law which established a 
minimum tread depth requirement 
of 1/16 inch for all passenger car 
tires, effective next Jan 1. 


The ban on bald tires makes Illi- 


nois the 32nd state to adopt such a 
law, according to the Tire Industry 
Safety Council, which has an ob- 
vious interest in keeping track of 
such information. 


Tires arc also considered unsafe, 


according to the bill, If any part of 
the ply or cord is exposed, if a side- 
wall is cut or cracked or if the tire 
Is marked "not for highway use" 
or "for racing purposes only." 


Persons who keep count of such 


things report that there arc poten- 
tially 'a million cars in Illinois with 
one or more bald tires — and that's 
reason enough for such a law going 
onto the books. 


For anyone who's known the 


spine-chilling effect of an uncon- 
trollable skid on ice, the new law 
makes good sense, for, as the tire 
experts declare, skidding on bald 
tires is a little like skidding along 
an Icy highway. 


The new law requires the Illinois 


Department of Transportation to 
d e v e l o p enforcement 
proce- 


dures for the new law. Such proce- 
dures can't come quickly enough 
for the unsafe motorists on Illinois' 
roads. 


Words Fatt Us 


Language study is anything but a 


crazu in the United States cur- 
rently. 


Enrollment in university and col- 


lege language departments, and 
more recently high school courses, 
has been on the decline, to the 
point that some academic special- 
ists are expressing mild alarm. 


Not only the old standards —' 


French and German — have been 
losing students, but the "glamor" 
languages of recent years as well. 
Russian, according to the Council 
on Teaching of Foreign Languages, 
dropped a third in high school en- 
rollment between 19G5 and 1970, 


down from 32 thousand students to 
22 thousand. 


The decline is being attributed to 


a number of developments, in- 
cluding rejection by many students 
In the "movement" era of the 
traditional science-oriented fields 
and classic disciplines in favor of 
social involvement. 


It is also possible that the very 


increase in and ease of student 
travel abroad has contributed. Fa- 
miliarity with other.cultures.may 
not be breeding contempt, but it 
could be diluting intellectual', cu-, 
riosity.

Palatine Parks: 'Yes' 


I am writing In response to Robert L. 


Bergman's letter regarding the Palatine 
Park District's proposed capital im- 
provement program which appeared in 
the October 4 Fence Post. 


Where has Mr. Bergman been for the 


lost nine months? As the immediate past 
president of the Palatine Jaycees, I have 
bean close to the development of the 
plans which culminated in the final park 
district referendum proposal. I am 
aware of the honest and substantial ef- 
fort exerted by the Board of Commission- 
ers and staff of the Palatine Park Dis- 
trict In actively soliciting suggestions 
and comments from Palatine residents 
with respect to its plans. Park District 
representatives, especially Director Fred 
Hall, have participated in more than 35 
meetings of neighborhood and civic or- 
ganizations since February which Includ- 
ed discussion and encouraged participa- 
tion in the planning process of the devel- 
opment program. 


Newspaper articles and recreation pro- 


gram brochures which arc mailed to all 
residents twice each year ask residents 
to attend bi-monthly meetings of the 
Board of Commissioners and encourage 
residents to make known their views on 
all Park District operations. Rather than 
attempting to mount an eleventh hour op- 
position to a carefully designed program, 
why did not Mr. Bergman involve him- 
self, however critically, in the planning 
process? 


If he had taken the trouble to become 


better informed, for example, he could 
hardly have been critical of what he 
called "small unpaved access paths" 
leading to the Palatine Trail. In fact, the 
access routes have been selected with as- 
sistance from the village officials and 
will bo reviewed regularly to Insure that 
bicycle routes will follow roadways with 
the lowest possible vehicular traffic vol- 
umes. 
, 


However, I particularly challenge Mr. 


Bergman's remarks regarding his con- 
tention that the "all-or-nothing" program 
is irresponsible. Quite the contrary! The 
Park District Board is responsible for 
the development of a coordinated, well- 
designed pork system to meet the needs 
of the entire community. To offer a 
piecemeal plan of development, as sug- 
gested by Mr. Bergman, would be lu- 
dicrous as well as fiscally irresponsible. 
Having separate referenda or separate 
ballots would greatly increase expenses.' 
Each voter would be faced with ex- 
tremely difficult decisions — decisions 
which they have, through the estab- 
lishment of a park district and-tho elec- 
tion of commissioners, asked others to 
make. 


Only through a positive majority vote 


on October 14th may the Park District 
issue bonds for Implementation of the 
proposed program. And that's how U 
should be! 


But to offer a piecemeal program of 


development, when carried td its logical 
conclusion, would lead only to faction- 
alism; special interest group against s'pe- 
c i a l interest grouop; neighborhood 
against neighborhood; and residents of 
one street against those of another. We 
have elected our park commissioners 
and, In effect, charged them with the re- 
sponsibility of developing a park system 


of which we can be proud. 


Although Mr. Bergman suggests sepa- 


rate voting on each item (at considerable 
expense), he criticizes the Park District 
for preparing and mailing a brochure de- 
scribing the proposed program. Would he 
prefer that residents be asked to vote 
without having pertinent and Important 
information available to the entire com- 
munity? I contend that the brochure is 
informative, that it does not "push" the 
referendum, but that it does provide fun- 
damental facts, including the cost to 
each taxpayer, from which each voter 
can make an informed and independent 
decision. 


I submit that the proposed capital im- 


provement program is anything but a 
"boondoggle." Rather, it is an opportuni- 
ty. The proposal before us is the culmi- 
nation of a plan which has been carefully 
designed and with a great deal of integri- 
ty and professionalism. 


The implementation of the plan will in- 


crease our tax bills by only 1.58 per cent; 
an Increase which I consider modest and 
in the best interests of our community 
and certainly not fiscally Irresponsible. 


Join with me in voting YES on October 


14th.

Jackson Tops Wise; Falcons Win 
Over Schaumburg In MSL Action

Arnio Jackson has a good memory to 


go with his powerful legs. 


Jackson said ho was thinking back to 


last year while he was running Tuesday, 
and his recollection just might have 
helped him to win the biggest individual 
race of tho year in the Mid-Suburban 
League and shatter a long-standing 
record.

est of six Mid-Suburban League dual 
meets for the afternoon, with Forest 
View getting four runners into the top six 
to shade the visiting Saxons, 26-29.

First Pass 
Unplanned 


The forward pass has for so many 


years been such an integral part of foot- 
ball that fans naturally take it for grant- 
ed. The pass is a natural maneuver for 
excitement and was bound to be in- 
troduced sooner or la tor,, but its inception 
was entirely accidental. 


Reportedly, the first pass ever thrown 


was in a college game between North 
Carolina and Georgia. A ball carrier, 
trapped behind the line of scrimmage, 
flipped an unplanned aerial just four 
yards ahead to another startled player 
who raced 70 yards for the game's only 
touchdown. That was in 1B95. 


It wasn't until 1905 that forward pass 


officially was accepted as legal and not 
until 1913 did it make o big splash. In 
that year, little Notre Dame sprung a 
tremendous upset on mighty Army as 
halfback Gus Dorais completed 17 passes 
to an unknown end'named Knutc Rockne. 


From that day on, the pass revolution- 


ized football, doing much to make it the 
great game it is today.

• County Board Pres. (targe Dunne an- 
nounced the Cook County operating budg- 
et for fiical 1973 win be reduced 15 per 
cent from the current budget in anticipa- 
tion of lover county revenue (or the 
year. 


Dunne aald the cutback will mean sub-

county clerk, recorder and treasurer. At 
a prets conference Tuesday, Dunne said 
no has also ordered a freeze on wages 
for county employes during the fiscal 
year and said the budget, reductions will 
"bring about-a curtailment of some ser- 
vices."

He said he would avoid ordering reduc- 


tions la welfare, health, the sheriffs de- 
partment, Audy Home or the criminal 
and Juvenile courts, Twt added, "This 
will not rule out something in the nature 
of the sheriff finding a cut he can make 
of a nonpersomwl nature, such as sup- 
plies." 


Sheriff Richard Elrod recently aaked 


the board to approve the expenditure of 


more funds for Us office to enable him to 
move his offices, and communications 
center to a new facility in west suburban 
Berkeley. The building would also house 
a police training facility and state crime 
lab, according to Elrod's plans. 


DUNNE SAID HE has Instructed coun- 


ty department heads to redraft their 
budget requests before turning them in 
his office by early December. Formal 
budget hearings for the county corporate 
budget have not yet been scheduled, but 
Dunne has been meeting with depart- 
ment heads recently to discuss their 
needs and appropriations. 


The county president said he is unable 


to estimate bow many county employes 
will be laid off until the budget estimates 
are in. He said some county workers will 
be laid off on or before Dec. 1, the begin- 
ning of the county's 1973 fiscal year. 


'The cutbacks are necessary, Dunne 
said, because the county revenues for fis- 
cal 1973 are not expected to exceed $105 
million.

1972 with a $17 million surplus through 
the collection of those commissions. He 
said there will be no surplus next year, 
leaving the county with only $105 million 
expected revenue.

THE RAILWAY HAS HAD several 


measures under consideration since July 
when the Illinois Commerce refused to 
grant the 7 per cent commuter fare hike 
it had requested. The commission 
allowed the C&NW to boost fares by an 
average 5V4 per cent. 


Possible cutbacks of commuter service 


during off-peak hours, fare Increases, 
and layoffs of personnel are among the 
considerations. - 


Commenting on the upcoming decision 


and its effect on the suburban commu- 
ters, Lenske aald, "Not only do we want 
to first explain any proposal to our riders 
in the form of flyers, but we will also go 
out to the large municipalities to' explain 
to the city councils the aspects of our 
service." 


Profitability is sinking, said a com- 


pany spokesman Wednesday. Labor costs 
rose Oct. 1 of this year and are slated to 
rise sharply again next spring. 


A problem for the C&NW is the com- 


petition of the Chicago Transit Authority 
(CTA). Since the CTA started up its Jef- 
ferson Park commuter operation early in 
1970, the railway1 lost 3 per cent of Its 
riders. This means a loss of $450,000 a 
year In revenues.

Imagine, if you will, the Northwest 


suburbs' Harper College 10 or so ycrs 
from now. 


If some of the persons considering pos- 


sible long-range plans have their way, 
the college could bavo, by that time: 


—A second campus to complement the 


present campus located at Algonquin and 
Rosello roads hi Palatine; 


—A cultural center, designed not only 


to serve the 20,000 or so students, but 
also local communities r 


—A thorough system to evaluate how 


effectively the college is serving and edu- 
cating Ita students; 


—Grading which permits students to 


retake courses In which they've earned a 
D or an F 8 with the unproved grade 
counting on the transcript; 


-Special programs to aid Spanish- 


speaking students; 


—Change in the calendar to end tha 


fall semester by Christmas. 


All of these possibilities have been 


studied for months by the college's long- 
range planning committee, which Tues- 
day night presented Its final plan to the 
Harper College Board of Trustees. 


No action was taken on the document. 


The first part of it, dealing with the sec- 
ond campus, was discussed last week. 
Final action on tho document is expected 
in November. 


College Pres. Robert Lahti, spoke out 


strongly early hi the meeting for state 
support for cultural facilities for Harper. 


Speaking during a discussion of the 


committee's reort on a cultural center, 
Lahtl assailed the state for failing to 


meet the culture needs of community col- 
lege students. 


Arguing the college should be able to 


provide a "smorgasbord of cultural and 
physical education activities" for its stu- 
dents, the president said the dramatic 
and fine arts should be provided for stu- 
dents of community colleges as they are 
for high school and four-year-college stu- 
dents. 


The 10 members of the long-range 


committee — three administraors, five 
teaches and one student — have been 
meeting for two years to develop tho 
longrange plan.

'for this twice," continued the spokes- 
man, "through taxes which go to their 
subsidies and through the added fares to 
make up for lost revenues." 


Should the C&NW proposal take the 


form of a service cutback, all three lines 
of commuter service hi the Chicago area 
will be affected. Off-peak hours of ser- 
vice are mid-day and late evening hours. 


Looking for ways to increase revenues 


or cut costs without offending Its custom- 
ers Is difficult, the spokesman said. The 
railway wants to maintain the goodwill 
of Its riders, averaging 45,000 persons a 
day. An added 5,000 persons a day take 
. short intermediate train routes. 


Any proposed change hi schedules or 


fares must be'approved by the ICC be- 
fore It can be Implemented. 


The railway will be in even more fi- 


nancial trouble If the CTA lines are ex- 
tended to O'Haro International Airport, 
said the C&NW spokesman of future op- 
erations. "If they go to O'Hare, it's just 
going to kill us," he said. "There's a lim- 
it on how long people are going to re- 
main loyal riders when costs go up. We 
have to live out of the fare box, but the 
CTA does not." 


The C&NW is advocating the formation 


of a Chicago area mass transit district 
as a solution to its financial worries. The 
proposed Chicago Metropolitan Area 
Transit System would acquire the oper- 
ations of 25 carriers Including the CTA, 
six commuter railway lines and bus 
lines.

Woodfield 
Celebrates 
First Year

A cake for 10,000 people and ground- 


breaking ceremonies for tho new Lord 
and Taylor clothing store wing will bo 
part of the festivities today as Woodfield 
Mall celebrates Its first anniversary. 


As tho first year ends, Woodfield, at 


Golf Road and III. Rtc. 53, Schaumburg, 
boasts 150 stores. Approximately SO more 
stores are to open in tho original mall 
section, said Jerry O'NclI, center man- 
ager. Tho wing under constructln, an- 
chored by Lord and Taylor, will contain 
30 or 40 more stores. 


Tho wing Is expected to open in August 


or September, O'Ncll sold. Lord and Tay- 
lor Is one of five stores the firm is open- 
Ing in tho Chicago area. 


In describing the first year of business, 


O'NclI said crowds have been ex- 
ceptionally good, even In the summer, 
which Is usually the off season In the re- 
tail business. 


THE PEAK SEASON, of course, Is the 


Christmas holidays, and Woodfield ex- fi 
pccts another onslaught of customers si 
this year, O'Ncil said. 


Woodfield has met every expectation, 


and more, ho said. Tho world's largest 
shopping center draws from 60 miles 
away, although the prime market area, 
O'Ncil sold, Is 10 miles In radius. 


There are 600,000 to 700,000 people 


within 10 miles of the center, and oao 
million within 20 miles. 


SHOPPING TOURS have attracted 


people from Illinois, Wisconsin, Indiana, 
Iowa and Michigan. Last Christmas! 60 
shopper buses were parked In tho lot on 
one day, O'Ncil said. 


Approximately 5 to 10 shopper bus& 


are regularly bringing women to Wood- 
field each day, he said. To capitalize on 
this, Woodfield Associates arc mailing 
packages to bus companies In tho five 
Mates to encourage them to sponsor 
shopper tours. 


Marshall Field and Co. has offered a $3 


meal to the bus companies as part of the 
nhopplng tour package. 


Additionally, Woodflold has Joined the 


Chicago Convention Bureau, the only 
shopping center to do so. This entitles 
them to the list of every convention that 
comes to the Chicago area. 


"We're encouraging every head of 


each convention to send the wives here 
to shop, while their husbands are at busi- 
ness meetings," O'Ncll sold. 


IN FACT, ho said Woodfield Is such a 


npcctaclo that people come to visit from 
nil over the world. Tours from Japan, 
Switzerland, Germany, Canada, France, 
Belgium, and England, are among the 
foreign excursions to the center. 


"GERMAN AND Japanese visitors are 


particularly common. If I lead any more 
Gcman lours this week, I'll begin speak- 
ing German," O'Ncll said. 


Most of tho forcgn tours are groups of 


men who are shopping center developers, 
retailers, financiers, food, and beverage 
manufacturers. This week, a group of 
German brewers toured the center. 


Docs Woodfield send out promotion to 


foreign countries? "Wo don't solidtate 
nuch tours. Tho word has just spread. 
Tho architecture, beautiful design, and 
number of stores hove Just become on 
attraction," O'Ncli said. 


Woodfield has tried for a good mix In 


Its variety of stores and restaurants, 
O'Ncll said. With Us 17 restaurants, three 
nnack shops, eight candy and ice cream 
stores, and various retail shops, O'Ncll 
said tho center has rather scientifically 
determined which stores will be an asset 
and draw well. 


Tlffi ONLY SHOPS which have cloted 


were part of largo chains that closed na- 
tionally, ho said. 


If this year's large crowds and 


enormous retail tales are any Indication, 
Woodfield is In for anotber good year.

neck which will create, when dammed, 
as large an impoundment of water as 
possible with as short a dam as possible.

The top elevation of the dam is 750 


feet; top width, 30 feet; bottom width, 
430 feet; height above streambed, 75 feet. 
The total length of the dam will be 2,000 
feet including the spillways. The em- 
bankment will contain 703,000 cubic feet 
of compacted earth.

We have 
needed the right location that would com- 
bine efficiency with convenience to our 
customers and we've had our eye on our 
new site for years," Wolf said.

Ned Simon, president of The Slmon/R- 


,0 Group, Inc., cautioned condominium 
buyers to treat their purchase first as 
one supply them with a home and only' 
alter that as an Investment. 


Taking Issue with a recent trend sug- 


gesting condominiums should be re- 
garded as Investment securities, Simon 
said most condominium buyers should 
concentrate first on "seeking a suitable 
home, a way of life, a proper place to 
raise children, a community," not on in- 
vestment. 


The Slmbn/R-G Group, Inc., is pre- 


sently developing Atrium, a 498-unit con- 
dominium, apartment and townhome de- 
velopment In Elmhurst. Another Simon 
condominium townhome development is 
the award-winning SO-unit Portals at 
Grant Place near Lincoln Park in 
Chicago. 


Simon said there is a definite Increase 


in the purchase of vacation condominium 
homes in which the owner expects to live 
only a few-weeks a year. In such situ- 
ations he arranges for a management 


company to see to it his property is 
maintained and kept rented. 


"BUT," SIMON said, "such uses are 


not to be confused with the usual pur- 
chase of a condominium in which the 
owner and his family live. 
" B u y i n g a condominium provides 


many special advantages such as low- 
ering federal income tax — because both 
real estate taxes and interest paid on 
mortgages are deductible — an advan- 
tage which remains as long as the home 
or condominium is owned," Simon said. 


"An added advantage is .increased 


equity,'" according to Simon, "but this

lion starts on tho books. 


So observes Sablno Marinclla, presi- 


dent of Boston-based Continental In- 
vestment Corp., who Is optimistic that 
1073 will bo still another "high year."

tional financial services and real estate- 
oriented company managing assets of 
more than $4 billion. Its real estate-re- 
lated subsidiaries Include: Investors 
Mortgage Insurance Co. in 'the private 
mortgage insurance industry, and Diver, 
slflcd Advisers, Inc., Investment adviser 
to Diversified Mortgage Investors, Dos- 
ton, a multi-specialty real estate trust. 


"Tho housing outlook for 1973? 
"While most economists believe that it 


may not be another record-breaking 
year, current projections point to the sec- 
ond best 12-month period in history. Tho 
industry consensus is that demand will 
remain very strong in 1073, but that 
building rates will level off somewhat 
with about 2.1 million starts for 1073," 
Marinclla said. 


IT TOOK 21 years for American home- 


builders to beat tho record 1.0 million 
starts In 1030, ho notes. "They turned in 
2.08 million lost year and 1072 will bo 
even belter." 


Tho demand for all types of housing 


has stayed at very high levels throughout 
1072, 
with single-family construction still 


the leader. About 58 per cent of tho 2.4 
million starts this year will bo single- 
family units. Next year an estimated 54 
per cent of all residential construction 
will bo single-family dwellings, Marinclla 
said. 


"Last year, homcbulldcrs in the North 


Central, West and South were the most 
active. So far in 1072, the highest con- 
struction rates hnvo been posted in tho 
Northeast, South and West," Marinclla 
said. "There is expected to bo further 
shifting in 1073, with tho South and West 
again recording high construction levels. 


"The supply of mortgage lending funds 


has been strong — It should remain at 
high levels during 1073," Marinclla said.

Remember those frigid mornings last 


winter when the car, parked outside 
overnight, just refused to start? If they 
made it at all, Dad was late to work, the 
kids were late to school and there was 
probably a bill from the service station 
man who finally got it started. 


More of those mornings are on the Way 


but the problem of getting old Betsy 
started can be easily eliminated. Electric 
preheaters which operate for a few pen- 
nies a night, will warm the car's engine 
'so that it will pop off with the first turn 
of the starter. 


Developed during World War II for 


starting diesel and other military TC- 
hlcles in extremely cold climates, the 
preheaters have been used in industry 
for some time and are only recently 
being made available for family automo- 
biles. 


There are several types of preheaters 


available. The most effective are the 
tank and in-line units. The first one con- 
sists of an electric immersion coil Inside 
a small tank which can be Installed in 
the car heater hoses- of -some cars, or 
between the 'heater: hose and engine 
block in others. Your local supplier can 
help you determine the model you need. 
The tank heats the engine coolant which, 
as it heats, flows by convection through 
the engine block. 


Circulation is continuous and no pump 


is needed. Operating on regular house- 
hold current, the unit is heated elec- 
trically'simply by-attaching to the near- 
est electrical outlet. The other, operating 
similarly, is installed in the lower radi- 
ator hose. ' 


Another popular type is a heating ele- 


ment enclosed in a thin, semi-flexible 
metal tube. It is installed easily and in- 
stantly simply by removing the dipstick 
(engine oil level indicator) and inserting 
the heater in its place. This also heats 
electrically by attaching to the nearest 
120-volt outlet 


Engines are difficult to start in wintry 


weather simply because cold, heavy oil 
on the pistons makes it more difficult for 
the starter to spin.the'motor rapidly. 
Preheaters reduce the strain on. the 
starter, prolong battery.life and elimi- 
nate battery recharging. 


Then, too, with a warm engine you are 


ready to take off Immediately. There's no 
tedious idling or waiting for the engine to 
warm up sufficiently to allow operation 
without jerking or balking. In addition, 
the car heater and defroster may be 
used instantly. Another important consid- 
eration, in these days'of-concern-for en- 
vironment, is that a warm engine pro- 
duces less pollution than a cold one. 


Available at auto appliance dealers 


and some department stores, the heaters 
operate economically and will save on 
gas consumption, battery, .replacement 
and repair bills.

out benefit of good nutritional diets who 
are most susceptible to viruses and dls-

"Next to housing' health Is the biggest 


problem that the poor in suburbia have 
to deal with," said Karen Stanley, for- 
mer director of the Northwest Opportuni- 
ty Center. 


And it is the working poor, those em- 


ployed but barely making enough to get 
by, who have it the roughest. 
Tenons on public aid are entitled to 
medical assistance from the state. The 
small green cards they are awarded sig- 
nify to doctors and hospitals that for nec- 
essary services rendered, the state will 
reimburse. 


However, the working poor con offer 


no promises.' And only In an absolute 
emergency, such as a car accident might 
create, is a hospital required to admit a 
patient who has no proof he can pay. 
This deficiency can cause life and death 
problems for (he poor. 


"The mortality rate for infants is high 


In the northwest suburbs as compared 
with other areas within Cook County," 
said Karen Stanley.

FOR INSTANCE, in Arlington Heights 


alone, the infant mortality rate is 20.5 for. 
every 1000 births. Area hospitals are not 
to blame. Their records remain unblem- 
ished. 


The statistics compiled from the 1970 


U.S. census are born of the women who 
receive little or absolutely no prenatal 
care. They are most likely to give birth 
to their children at home. 


And regardless of monetary factors, 


most doctors refuse to treat a pregnant 
woman who has received no prenatal 
care before her fifth month. The risk is 
Just too gnat 


An exception Is Lutheran General Hos- 


pital which to July of 1970 instituted on 
obstetrics-gynecology clinic for the medi- 
cal Indigent who cannot afford enormous 
medical bills. 


The total cost of the pregnancy period 


Is set up on a sliding scale that is deter- 
mined by the financial status of the indi- 
vidual family. Both Income and current 
liabilities are taken Into consideration. 
Payments are spaced, out and usually 


A NUTRITIONIST visits,each; patient 


when she arrives at the clinic and guides 
her, in following the doctor's instructions., 
Social workers are on hand Vald in sol-., 
vlng any family problems occurring that' 
might affect the course of the pregnancy.

for regular hospltalizatlon, there is little 
break for the working poor, of suburbia. 


"A high incidenceI of anemia has been 


found among the low income families of 
the.suburbs, particularly mothers and 
their babies who are'breast-fed for sev- 
eral yean sometimes.because no other 
food is available," said Karen Stanley. 


In attempting to curb 'this condition, 


the agency initiated Operation Nutrition, 
a'program to distribute free food to im- 
poverished pregnant women,, nursing 
mothers and their young children, the 
population most subject to malnutrition. 


"This program is for the poorest of the 


poor, and it Is limited to families who 
have children aged under 6," continued 
Mrs. Stanley;

Funded; by the U.S. Department of Ag- 


riculture and administered to the North- 
west Opportunity 'Center through the 
Cook County'Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity, the.food distributed includes high 
' protein ediblea such as powdered mlDc 
and eggs. The extra food is meant to sup- 
plement the Inferior starchy diet that 
most low Income families follow.' 


YET WHILE the program has been 


deemed most successful and is currently 
serving over 300 families In this area, 
Operation Nutrition is threatened with 
discontinuation because the regional 
OEO office has failed to release addition- 
al funds.

' Another avenue of help for the poor Is 
the federal food stamp program which 
enables those persons with low incomes 
to purchase food stamps for cash and ex-. 
change them later for a greater value at. 
participating food stores.

Yet the.northwest'.suburban poor are 


bypassed. They are forced to go Into Chi- 
cago to apply.-.Transportation.into the' 
city is expensive and the poor cannot 
take time off from' their Jobs without 
being docked in pay. To put it simply, 
many of those who need food stamps 
cannot afford to participate in the-pro- 
gram as it is presently being directed. 


In December of 1970 a food stamp out- 


let was established through the North- 
west Opportunity Center in Rolling 
Meadows. Caseworkers from the Mich- 
igan Avenue office were sent to the sub- 
urbs once a week to enroll and re-regis- 
ter those people eligible to receive the 
stamps. But last April the workers were 
suddenly recalled. 


CARRYING SIGNS with slogans such 


as "There is hunger in the suburbs too" • 
and "We don't have the money to eat nor 
to travel to Chicago to apply for • 
stamps," a busload of low Income fami- 
lies from the northwest suburbs pro- 
tested this summer in front of the public 
aid offices. 
\ 


David Daniels, director of Cook County ' 


Department of Public Aid, promised 
those gathered to try to again institute a • 
distribution plan that ,would easily in- 
corporate the suburbs. 


At that time Daniels gave three rea- 


sons for the recalling of outpost workers: 
the lack of manpower, stricter require- 
ments set down,by'the Department of 
Agriculture which finances the.program, 
and the hazard of having individual case- 
workers in outlying areas without proper 
supervision. (The latter-explanation fol- 
lowed a reported^ scandal of the. food 
stamp program in Chicago ;.. but not 
the suburbs.). 


Last month John Ballew, supervisor of 


the service division of the county public 
aid department, said-a center would be 
opened In the suburbs the first of this 
month. On Oct ^nothing happened. ' 


LAST FRIDAY Ballew announced that 


the Northwest Opportunity; Center had 
been .selected u • site to distribute food 
stamps In the northwest suburbs. He 
called it "a temporary arrangement until 
' we get our own office." 


"The center will be'opened when I get 


staffing," said A. C. SzopinsU, super- 
visor'of the'operations portion of the pro- 
gram.. No definite date has been set 
Many people wait. 


In the short tune that the food stamps 


were distributed In this area, 1,396 people 
applied. Only 267 of those persons were 
considered ineligible. 


Most churches in the area have special

AH the young trees, and especially all 


the evergreen*, will need another dous- 
ing of water about Oct 30. Yet, I know 
we've had the Great Flood, but in tooth- 
er tare* weeks, the plants win be dry 
•gain. Plants need an abundance of wa- 
ter as winter hits became during winter 
thaws they transpire and low a lot of 
stored-up moisture. When the "well" 
goes dry, they suffer winter-kill. Juni- 
pers and yews seem to tell the tale soon- 
er than other evergreens. 


Young transplants like fruit trees and 


maples can have their trunks wrapped 
with aluminum foil up to the lowest 
branch, to prevent sunscald during the 
winter. (It sounds rlduculous, but true.) 
Also rabbit damage can be avoided by 
putting win mesh* around likely victims 
of munch. Ditto for covering tulip beds 
with wire mesh. 


LOTS OP TIMES I've seen people who 


prepare some of their pet plants for the 
cold by wrapping them up like mummies 
in burlap bags, rope and cardboard 
boxes. 


This Is totally unnecessary, and In fact, 


may even be detrimental to the health of 
a plant It Is lack of moisture, not the 
cold Itself which kills the plant. Some 


mulch, perhaps a wind shield for rare 


(like a columnar or upright 


arbor vttae or juniper),' but never apply 
a tight covering which smothers a plant 
or stifles transpiration. 


Some people swear by rose cones. I've 


had best luck handling roses and rhodo- 
dendron with alternate layers of leaves 
and pine needles with black dirt, girdled 
In green rose collars or tar paper circled 
around to keep the leaves from blowing 
away. 


To me, the leaf, needle and collar

Evelyn Eppley 


She Made It To Top 


ky PAT ADAM 


Evelyn Eppley li living proof that 


being female needn't be a barrier to 
moving ahead in governmental service. 


She Is chairman of the General Ser- 


vice* Administration's (GSA) Board of 
Contract Appeals. First woman ever to 
servo on this board, she Is the highest 
ranking woman In OSA history and 
aomng the highest paid women in gov- 
ernment today. 


But the path to the top was not without 


Its rough spots. While Miss Eppley has 
encountered no discrimination in her pre- 
sent position, the says she has met with 
It along the line In her nearly 20 years 
with the federal government 


In Chicago to participate in Women's 


Week In GSA, she discussed her govern- 
mental career In an Interview. 


"I am no genius, but I am intcllcgent 


and can do as good a job as anyone," she 
said with modest pride. 


General Services, she explained, de- 


signs, builds, services, guards, repairs 
and leases all federal buildings and buys 
all supplies for the federal government 
"from paper clips to helicopters." GSA 
also keeps track of and sometimes sells 
surplus property and handles an data 
processing. Government contracts alone 
run to more than $2 billion every year, 
she noted. 


IF THERE IS disagreement between 


Uncle Sam and any company doing busi- 
ness with him, the case goes to the Con- 
tract Board of Appeals, mode up of the 
chairman and six members. Three mem- 
bers hear every case, with one of them 
in charge. If their decision goes against 
the business, It can be appealed, to the 
courts, but If it goes against the govern- 
ment, the decision stands. 


Obviously Bliss Eppley's Job is an im- 


portant one, and she takes it very se- 
riously. Until she became chairman in 
1909, most appeals were heard in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 


"But It is difficult and expensive for a 


small businessman to go to Washington," 
she explained. "Although the case can be 
heard on Its record, this is not entirely 
satisfactory because a man'wants to tell 
his own story, and the board likes to ask 
questions." 


Under her direction Board, of Contract 


Appeals members now go outside Wash- 
ington to hear coses in about 23 per cent 
of the appeals, she estimated, compared 
with 0 per cent before Miss Eppley took 
the chairman's job. '' , . •. 


"It's more fair and it'i also a matter 


of due process," she declared.'' 


BEFORE SHE WAS appointed to her 


present post, Miss Eppley-was with the 
Federal 
Communications Commission 


(FCC). She started In 1963 as a legal as- 
sistant, moved to attorney-adviser to the 
FCC chairman, then to senior attorney in 
the Rules and Standards Division of the 
Broadcast Bureau and finally to the job 
she held before becomelng Appeals. 
Board chairman, chief of the Bureau's 
Renewal Branch. 


It was when she first applied for a job 


In Washington that she met with sex dis- 
crimination. Positions were open with 
both the FCC and the Chrfl Aeronautics 
Board. 


"The man who interviewed me at the 


CAB was a military man and I knew af- 
ter the interview that he would not have 
hired me," she said. "The man at the 
FCC admitted he bad first offered the 
job to a man who turned it down. I knew 
he at least would be honest.with me." 


When she was recommended for chief 


of the Renewals Branch (it determines 
whether broadcast license! should be re- 


newed), Miss Eppley was considered 
along with seven or eight men; 


"I KNEW I was as well or better quali- 


fied than any of them," she Mid, "but 
while the FCC board all wen in favor of 
my appointment, the man who would be 
my Immediate superior was not, and it 
took a month before I got the job."' 


Even her present appointment brought 


one sour moment. The editor of a trade 
publication questioned her being named 
both as a member f"1 as chairman. But 
there was a pleasant ending, she noted.. 


"I-went to touch with him and a friend, 


and the editor apologised for what he 
had safc). Later he sent me roses." 


Though she is a lawyer, she didn't 


start out to be one. She 'entered law "by 
the back door," as she puts it 


Advised that teaching would be her 


best bet for a Job (it was the Depres- 
sion), Miss. Eppley majored in .com- 
mercial-education, earning both bach- 
elor's and master's degrees from the 
University of Pennsylvania, where she' 
also taught for a while. 


SHE THEN WENT to work as a legal 


secretary and decided it was to her ad- 
vantage to know more about the law. 
Teachers and members of her law firm 


eocouaged her to study for the bar. So 
she took their advice, receiving her 
LJUB. degree from Temple University 
via the night .school route in 1948. She 
practiced in Philadelphia five years be- 
fore going to Washington. 
, 


Miss Eppley does not regret that move. 


She believes the federal government is a 
worthy employer of women. .'.„,: 
"The government now is both geared 
to thinking and ordered to giving women 
equal opportunity and equal training," 
-she said.'

"We women don't ask any favors, only 


that we. have a fair shake," she added. , 
• Because a woman working for the fed- 
eral government is,a civil service em- 
ploye, she pointed out, she is more likely 
to be able to hold on to her job as she 
grows older instead of being replaced by 
a "pretty young one," as-often happens 
in private business or industry. 
,-...'. _ 


LEAVE IS LIBERAL and so is the 


pension/ Solarywise, Miss Eppley soldi 
pay every year must be compared with 
that in private enterprise for'comparable 
jobs, and the salary for a specific Job 
raised if it does not'compare favorably. ' 


Miss Eppley believes opportunities are 


increasing for women and in talks 
around the country she encourages wom- 
en to finish college, to aim for. higher 
careers — "We need women' engineers; 
architects in GAS" - and, she believes 
parents should encourage their daughters 
in those directions too.

Guild Shines With 'Spirit'

The Guild Players are back on their 


feet with their current production of 
"Blithe Spirit." It Is superior to the past 
several plays staged by the Guild in the 
Vogclel Barn. Lighting, set design and 
general caliber of acting are much im- 
proved. 


Even so, "Blithe Spirit" has a tenden- 


cy to log In places. The show is much too 
long, partly the fault of the cost who pe- 
riodically allow the pace to drag. 


This Is most noticeable In the first act 


as the stage Is first being set for the 
forthcoming action and the end of thr 
third act when the uniqueness of the 
wandering "spirits" begins to wane. 


NOEL COWARD'S three-act comedy 


concerns an author whose deceased wife 
returns "to haunt him" after being con- 
tacted through a seance. Charles Con- 
domlnc, ployed by Vic Slmone, is the 
only person who is able to see his wife. 
Charles and the audience, too, of course. 


Having remarried after his first wife 


died, Charles has his marital bliss dis- 
rupted when ho is forced to entertain two 
women, one visible and one in spirit 


form. The tralngle creates some amusing 
scenes that culminate with an unexpect- 
ed twist It is a good play for community 
theater to stage and one that has not 
been overworked In this area. 


The most difficult facet In staging 


"Blithe Spirit" Is creating a convincing 
ghost This the Guild does very well. 


K A R E N MacDONALD is Elvira, 


Charles' first wife. She is my choice for 
the Players' award, the "Hammy," 
which Is presented after each show to the 
best actress or actor. 


With good costuming and make-up 


Miss MacDonald is an excellent spirit. 
Yet there is more to her part than sim- 
ply gliding across stage. Karen portrays 
a very cunning and spoiled ex-wife who 
is bent on regaining her husband. This is 
where Karen really shines. 


Vic Slmone Is also very good as 


Charles Condomlne, who'questions his 
own sanity when Elvira first appears. 
This recognition scene is quite amusing. 
Once Charles becomes used to the situ- 
ation, he rather plays it up to Us own 
advantage. 


Some of the best scenes occur when 


Ruth and Elvira ore in verbal battle with 
one another with Charles acting as. the 
go-between. 


JANIS FANTETU in the beginning ap- 


pears rather stiff and uncomfortable in- 
ner role as Ruth, Charles' second wife. 
Yet as the play continues to unfold, she 
relaxes and her performance improver 
simultaneously. 


The eccentric personality of the me- 


dium, Madam Arcotl, is highlighted .by 
Susan Harris. This is a plus in her per- 
formance. Yet Miss Harris needs to 
speak both more slowly and more clear- 
ly. Her lines are often muffled, spoiling 
some of the dry humor written into her 
part .. . 


Also in "Blithe Spirit" are Bill 


Schumacher and Laura Cutshall as Dr. 
and Mrs. Bradman, friends of the Con-, 
domines, and Karen Murphy as the 
maid, Edith.

'Lion9 Something To See

I asked to review "The Lion In Whi- 


ter." While the play contains much hu- 
mor, It is more drama than comedy and 
far meatier theater faro than the usual 
offering hereabouts.

The whole 
idea sounded like a real challenge.

Ing, efficient stage management, a spare 
yet sufficient set and fitting background 
music combine to give the audience a 
most satisfying theater experience. I 
hope area residents will appreciate and 
take advantage of It. 


Playwright James Goldman takes his- 


torical facts about King Henry II of Eng- 
land and his three sons, all eager aspi- 
rants to his throne, and the wife be has 
imprisoned for 10 yean, Eleanor of Aqui- 
talne, and with 20th century insight' 
fleshes them out. Persons and passions 
come alive and history no longer Is mere 
citing of dates'and statistics. It becomes 
human beings, relating to one another 
for better or for worse, plotting for pow- 
er, making war. The result: an exciting 
play full of Interesting characters. 


KING HENRY n is growing old. There - 


is no law governing succession to the 
English throne and he wants to name the 
next king while he still lives. His own 
choice Is the youngest of his three living 


sons, .John. Eleanor, while no longer 
sharing Henry's throne nor his bed, Is 
still every bit a queen and as shrewd at 
maneuvering as he. She wants her favor- 
ite, Richard, to succeed Henry.

The play takes place in Henry's court 


at Chlnon, Franco. He has permitted 
Eleanor to be present for Christinas. The 
entire time is spent sparring with neither 
really winner nor loser. While the physi- 
cal bond between them has been cut, the 
spiritual one is far harder to sever. 


The entire cast does a superb job in 


"The Lion in Winter," but Maureen Lee 
as Eleanor shines a bit more brightly 
than the rest. She is both regal and wom- 
anly, torn between the ambitions, of a 
queen and the desires of discarded wife 
and rejected mother. Yet she endures. 


Norman Rice merits loud applause 


both as actor in his role as Henry and as 
director.

exchanges mainly between Henry and 
Eleanor; Changes are made swiftly and 
the play moves smoothly. 


Costumes also are excellent, and the 


background music both underscores the 
human batUes taking place on stage and 
ties the entire produclon together. 


"The Lion in Winter" deserves a long

When enjoying distinctive tastes, guests 
usually sample two or three of the spot- 
lighted foods, then turn to consuming 
blander or more conventional foods In 
quanitlty. 


Time spent decorating "Cottage Blue 


Canapes" Is well worth the effort, for 
your centerpiece food will last longer. 
Delightfully garnished, the spicy canapes 
will draw accolades from guests, but 
they will not become a meal. 


More likely, your guests will consume 


quantities of boiled, lemon-splashed 
shrimp, which requlreed only minutes of 
your timo to prepare In bulk. Add to your 
centerpiece by serving the first "round" 


of shrimp in tomato cups, called "To- 
mato Cocktails Blue."- Provide, a large 
bowl of shrimp for guests to dip all eve- 
ning long — and perhaps an additional 
bowl of your favorite shrimp sauce. 


COTTAOE-BLUE CANAPES 


Cut day-old bread In party shapes: cir- 


cles, triangles, rectangles,-! diamonds. 
Use white bread, rye, and wheat. Spread 
on cottage-blue mixture (to follow), then 
garnish sandwiches with original designs 
made from green, and black olives, pi- 
mento, cherry tomatoes, capers, julienne 
carrots or string beans — and whatever 
else your imagination suggests. Designs 
can be stylized flowers (from sliced olive 
circles), or cherry tomato tulips, or ab- 
stract designs, perhaps dotted with ca- 
pers. 


Cottage-blue spread: Simply mix four 


parts small curd cottage cheese, 
creamed, with one part American blue 
cheese, crumbled.

Certainly 
simple, nourishing, everyday fare. And 
certainly, as you will see, simple enough 
recipe methods for anyone to follow with 
case. But what emerges from the casse- 
role at serving time -<• and what greets 
the palate so tantallzlngly at tasting time 
— Is anything but simple.

high flame is seldom required for long. 
Use a low one when It will do just as 
well. And, since water boils at only one 
temperature, slow boiling or simmering 
in a covered pot produces better cooking 
results than fast boiling. 


Don't take forever to preheat the oven; 


generally only 10 minutes is needed. For 
some dishes, such-as certain casseroles, 
there's no need to preheat at all. 


Use whatever cooking aids you can — 


a meat thermometer, a time and tem- 
perature chart — and avoid constantly 
opening and closing the oven door to 
check on the food. Trust your oven and 
you'll save fuel 
.A ventilating hood over a range, and a 
fan turned on before cooking begins, will 
help remove grease-laden moisture be- 
fore it settles on walls and celling. 


If possible, use ' a splatter-mesh lid 


when frying, and promptly wipe all spills 
and splatters with a damp, detergent 
dipped cloth.

Mrs. Jack Caldwell 


Her Meals Are Keyed To Good Nutrition

The old adage, "If you want something 


done, aak a busy woman to do it," appli- 
es to Mrs. Jack Caldwell of Schaumburg. 


In addition to working full time as a 


teacher's aid in special education for 
District 89, presiding as president of the 
new provisional League of Women Voters 
of Schaumburg-Hoflman Area and acting 
as a deacon of Church of the Cross, Pat 
Caldwell Is dedicated to providing her 
family with nourishing meals. 


Addle Davis' book, "Let's Eat Right to 


Keep Fit," is always close at band when 
she prepares a family meal, and even 
snacks for her children are geared to 
good nutrition. 


"I Incorporate her health hints in my 


recipes," Pat said, "as good nutrition 
makes good sense to me." 


One recipe she adapted to make a high 


protein snack for her children's lunches 
and after-school snscks is Peanut Butter 
Cookie*. 


No matter how full her schedule, Pat 


can be found in the kitchen baking these 
cookies and carrying on League of Worn* 
en Voters' business via the telephone and 
the convenience of a long cord that 
stretches to the oven. 


And never does this capable homemak- 


er bake a single recipe; she usually 
triples it, making enough for her family 
and perhaps a neighbor or for taking to 
church. 


SitE USES NATURAL peanut butter in 


this recipe, which Is not hydrogenated 
and which Adelle Davis claims is more 
healthful. As a substitution for the flour, 
Pat combines stone ground whole wheat 
flour and soya powder. All of these in- 
gredients can be purchased in health 
food stores. 
„ 


When baking a triple batch of these 


cookies, Pat has a regular assembly line 
going. While two trays of cookies bake in 
the oven, Pat drops the dough on foil 


sheets, which can be quickly transferred 
to the cookie sheets when a tray is re- 
moved from the oven* 
• 


They taste just like a conventional pea- 


nut butter cookie, and are enjoyed by her 
children, Ron, 13, and Julie, 11, as well 
as others who are unaware of the nutri- 
tional ingredients incorporated therein. 


Both Pat and her husband,'Jack, are 


natives of Texas, having grown up near 
Houston. They are fond of dishes in- 
digenous to that area, and Pat likes to 
prepare these for guests. 


Because/shrimp, tomatoes and okra 


are plentiful in that region, Shrimp Gum- 
bo, a combination of these ingredients, is 
a popular dish. 


Pat acquired the recipe from her 


mother, and it is ideal for serving a 
group of 8 to 13. She likes it, too, because 
it can be made la one pot. 


"I DONT LIKE recipes that dirty a lot 


of dishes," Pat frankly admitted. "With 
this redpe there is little kitchen clutter, 
and the Gumbo is even better made a 
day ahead for the flavors to meld." 


The shrimp gumbo is well-seasoned 


with onion, bay leaves, thyme and ore- 
gano. Served over rice,' Pat accompanies 
it with, hot rolls. She usually serves a 
mixed fruit appetizer first, and for des- 
sert, a pecan pie. 


The pie is also easy to make yet de- 


lightful to taste. The fining ingredients 
are mixed in one bowl, then turned into a 
pastry shell and baked. The pie is firm in 
texture and quite rich and delicious. 


PEANUT BUTTER COOKIES 


% cup margarine 
% cop natural peanut butter 
% cup white sugar" 
Mi cup brown sugar 
legg 
Mi teaspoon vanilla 
Mi teaspoon salt 
Mi teaspoon baking powder 
Mi cup stone ground 
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whole wheat flour 


Mi cup soya powder - 


Cream together the margarine and 


peanut butter. Beat in the sugars, egg, 
vanilla, salt and baking powder1. Add the 
whole wheat flour and soya powder and 
mix well. 


Arrange by teaspoonsful on a cookie 


sheet and flatten with a fork. Bake 10 
minutes at 350 degrees. Yield: 60 cook- 
ies. 


SHRIMP GUMBO 


4 tablespoons cooking oil 
3 tablespoons flour 
1 small can tomato paste 
1MMrounce can stewed 


tomatoes 


2 cans okra 
3 large onions, 
, 


chopped fine 


3 bay leaves 
Vi teaspoon garlic salt 
% teaspoon thyme 
% teaspoon bregano 


Salt and pepper to taste 


3 pounds medium shrimp, or more, 


shelled and deveined 
Make a roux of oil and shortening. Stir 


in tomato paste. Add stewed tomatoes, 
okra, onions, herbs and seasonings. Pour 
hi at least two quarts water, cover and 
cook for one hour. Let stand until it 
cools. (This should be the consistency of 
a medium soup.) 


When ready to serve, add shrimp and 


cook until shrimp are done, about 30 
minutes. Serve over cooked rice. Serves 
8 to 12. 


PECAN PIE 


1 9-inch pastry shell 
1 cup white com syrup 
Mi cup brown sugar 
Vi teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
2 teaspoons lemon juice 
3 eggs, slightly boaton 


IVi cups pecans, broken in pieces 


Combine corn syrup, sugar, salt, vanil- 


la, lemon juice, eggs and pecans and 
beat wttn a spoon until mixed. Pour into 
pastry shell and bake in a hot oven, 425 
degrees, for ten minutes. Reduce heat to 
325 degrees for 35 to 40 minutes or until 
filling Is set. Serves 6. 


Ontario is famous for fishing, hunting, 


and the production of wine and cheese. 
It's also blessed with a great many old- 
fashioned cooks who prepare out-of-thls- 
world pastries as we again discovered on 
a vacation jaunt,lnto the provincial wil- 
derness. 


This being the time of the year when 


the frost is on the pumpkin, an appro* 
priate recipe Is Ottawa Valley pumpkin 
pie which can be made with either fresh 
cooked or canned pumpkin. 


In a double boiler mix 1ft cups cooked 


or canned pumpkin, H cup white sugar, 
1 tablespoon molasses, 2 slightly beaten 
eggs, 1 cup scalded milk, Mi cup brown 
sugar, Vi teaspoon nutmeg, Mi teaspoon 
gingor, Mi teaspoon cinnamon, and 
Mi 


teaspoon salt. 


Cook over medium beat until mixture 


becomes thick, stirring frequently. Cool 
slightly and pour Into a 9-inch baked pie 
shell. This may be served warm or cold 
and dressed with whipped cream, if you 
like. 


mm APPLES IN plentiful supply, try 


Niagara Apple-Cheese Betty which is de- 
lightful Combine Itt cups shredded tan- 
gy cheese and 9 cups coarse bread 
crumbs. In another dish mix 1 teaspoon 
cinnamon with ft cup white sugar. 


Peel, core and slice 6 tart apples. 


Grease a casserole or baking dish. Start 
with a layer of apples, then the sugar 
mixture, then crumbs. Make three lay- 
ers, but before topping with the last if 
the crumbs, drizzle with V* cup cold wa- 
ter. Bake at 378 degrees for 48 minutes. 
Serve hot or cold, plain or with whipped 
or Ice cream. 


As a luncheon main dish or for ca- 


napes, this old Canadian recipe, dating 
back to 1847, makes quite a treat. Mix 
together 1 cup (ft pound) grated sharp 
Cheddar cheese, 2 slightly beaten egg 
yolks, V4 teaspoon dry mustard, a dash 
of pepper or paprika, 1 cup soft bread 
crumbs, 6 tablespoons soft butter or mar- 
garine, Y4 teaspoon salt, and 1 teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce. 


Beat the cheese mixture until smooth. 


Toast 6 slices of bread, then cut off 
crusts. Spread each slice of toast with 3 
tablespoons of the cheese mixture and 
broil until the cheese bubbles and begins 
to brown. Serve whole pieces for a lunch- 
eon or cut into fancy shapes for canapes.

Imaginative cooks often use various 


seasoning Ideas to give cooked frozen 
vegetables unusual and Intriguing fla- 
vors. The following suggestions are fa- 
vorites of country cooks compiled by the 
editors of the Farm Journal cookbook di- 
vision. 


To use any of the ideas, begin with the 


hot, cooked vegetable. 


Instead of buttering asparagus, pour 


on boated Italian salad dressing. 


Dress broccoli with butter or cream 


sauce seasoned with a suggestion of cur- 
ry powder. Or add chopped plmlento- 
stuffed olives to the cream sauce for 
added color and flavor. 


Butter not cauliflower or grean beans 


and scatter crisp, brown bread cubes on 
top. To fix the bread, cut either rye or 
whlto bread slices into tiny squares. Melt 
a small amount of butter in a skillet and 
add the bread. Cook, stirring to brown 
evenly. Season with salt and pepper. 


Butter corn as usual but sprinkle with 


chill powder, garlic salt or both to add 
zest. 


Saute Vi cup cut-up almonds or cashew 


nuts and 2 tablespoons finely chopped on- 
ion in 2 to 3 tablespoons butter. Toss with 
1 (10 ounce) package green beans, cook- 
ed. Or toss the hot beans, buttered, with

Cook One Chicken, Enjoy Two Meals 


In Pennsylvania Dutch Tradition 


The Pennsylvania Dutch, descendants 


of the early settlers of Pennsylvania, are 
known for their thriftiness, hard work 
and good food. Also unique to the state is 
the growing of a creamy variety of 
mushroom. Here are two Pennsylvania 
Dutch recipes using this special mush- 
room.

For a thrifty start, to make both reci- 


pes, cook just one chicken. Use balf the 
meat and broth to make a chicken-mush- 
room pot pie. Use the remaining half in a 
corn and mushroom soup. 


The pot pie is a flavorful blend of 


chicken and mushrooms with white and 
sweet potatoes and lima beans cooked in 
the broth. The traditional "pot pies" or 
flat dumplings are used In place of a 


crust and are cooked right on top. 


Mushroom corn soup also starts with 


the cooked chicken and the chicken 
broth. In place of dumplings it uses fine 
noodles. This soup is a meal in itself. 


STEWED CHICKEN 


1 ready-to-cook roasting 


chicken, about 4 pounds 


2 quarts water 
% cup sliced celery 
y« cup celery leaves 
2 teaspoons salt 
Vi teaspoon pepper 
V« teaspoon saffron, optional 


Place chicken in Dutch oven. Add re- 


maining ingredients. Cover. Simmer over 
low heat until chicken is tender, about 1 - 
\Vi hours. Cool. Bone chicken. Divide 


meat and stock equally and use in the 
following recipes.

Or add 2 to 3 tablespoons mint jelly 
to the hot buttered peas. 


To hot, drained, chopped and buttered 


spinach, add a little light cream pointed 
up with a dash of prepared toraeradisb. 
For company, garnish with seived or; 
sliced hard-cooked egg. Or sprinkle but-' 
tered spinach with lemon juice aad grat- 
ed onion. 


Add chopped plmiento and/or green 


pepper to not, buttered succotash. 


Fold a little grated orange peel Into 


smashed sweet potatoes or squash. Or 
season cooked sweet potatoes with butter 
and maple syrup. 


Top fresh tomato slices with American, 


cheese and broil for a few minutes. Or 
saute green tomato slices in broiled 
steak drippings. Season with bread 
crumbs and salt and pepper. 


Mi teaspoon baking powder 
1 tablespoon butter, softened 
1 egg, beaten 
2 tablespoons water 
In Dutch oven combine chicken, stock,

Minestrone Is Not 
'Just Vegetable Soup' 


Minestrone basically Is an Italian soup 


created by blending a variety of vege- 
tables in a broth base. Although there 
are as many recipes for this filling soup 
as there are Italian cooks, it traditionally 
contains legumes such as white kidney 
beans and chick peas or garbanzoa. Thus 
It has a solid amount of protein, enough 
to sustain a dieter. Every good min- 
estrone also Includes fresh vegetables for 
aroma and little meat, this Is a good 
soup to moke In large quantities and thus 
get the full flavor of all Ingredients. 


Since it freezes well, moke a large 


batch and store in quart-size containers 
in the home freezer. For best eating re- 
sults cook vegetables briefly before 
freezing and add briefly before freezing 
and add briefly cooked macaroni when 
the soup is reheated for serving. Label 
and date containers. Thaw a container of 
frozen soup In the refrigerator the night 
before if you know you want it the next 
day. It will thaw within one half to one 
hour when the container is placed In a 
pan of hot wnter. Reheat slowly since 
rapid heating tends to overcook some of 
the vegetables. 


Homemade soups are something spe- 


cial and many can be frozen successful- 
ly. Purccd soups may separate a bit 
upon thawing. Boat quickly or put them 
hi a blender to overcome this. Another 
excellent trick is to make a rich, concen- 
trated chicken or beef soup stock, pour it 
into Ice cube trays and freeze. Transfer 
"stock" cubes to a plastic bag, label and 
keep in freezer and use cubes as needed 
for soups, stews and casseroles.

To Freeze: Set pan in ice water and 


cool soup completely. Ladle into five 
1-quart containers. Use plastic or glass 
or use milk cartons, top staple re- 
moved, washed with warm suds, rinsed 
thoroughly and dried. Fill nine-tenths 
full. Rcstaple tops of milk cartons or 
add Uds (and freezer tape If needed) to 
other containers. Label and date. Min- 
estrone can be frozen for 2 to 3 months. 


To Serve: Thaw container of soup in 


pan of hot water (about 2 hours) to def- 
rost, turn into saucepan and heat slowly. 
Meanwhile, for each quart of .soup, cook 
a rounded 1/3 cup of macaroni in 1 pint 
boiling water with % teaspoon salt, 7 to 
10 minutes, until tender. Drain and add 
to soup. Serve with grated cheese. Makes 
about Stt quarts.

Elk Grove Village residents may get 


an opportunity to purchase flood insur- 
ance at reduced rates if the village's ap- 
plication for participation In a special 
federal program is approved. 


The Elk Grove Village Board of 


Trustees voted Tuesday to Hie an appll- 
cation for federal designation as a Hood 
prone area so residents can buy insur- 
ance against floods subsidized by the 
government. 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis said It 


would take at least three weeks for the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) to review the vil- 
lage's applications. Ho could not. say 
when property owners might bo able to 
buy the insurance. 


Before a vote on the resolution to par- 


ticipate In the program was taken, 


Park District 
Installs Burglar 
Alarm System 


A new burglar alarm sys'tcm Is now In 


operation at the Mount Prospect Park 
District administration office, 411 S. 
Maple St., Robert Jackson, park board 
president said. 


The new system, Installed by the Kcdzlo 


Kane Alarm Co. of Elk Grove Village, 
cost the district approximately 11,033 
plus a $55 monthly service charge. The 
system is wired to ring the Mount Pros- 
pect Police Department should anyone 
try to break into the building. 


Trustee Robert Burning asked how join- 
ing the flood insurance program, spon- 
sored by HUD, would "affect the in- 
vasion of low-income housing" in the vil- 
lage. 


Willis answered that anytime a local 


government entered Into an agreement 
with a higher body, it released some of 
its local autonomy. However, he added 
concerning the flood Insurance program, 
the village would merely provide an op- 
portunity for business and Individuals to 
purchase insurance through a federally 
subsidized plan. 


DURNING SAID that in applying for 


the program, the villagers may be get- 
ting a bargain on flood insurance while 
sacrificing something else. 


Durning abstained in the voting. 


Trustee Ron Chcrnlck, George Specs, 
Nanci Vandcrwccl and Ted Staddler 
voted for participation. 


After the village receives notice of ap- 


proval of its application, property owners 
can buy the low-cost flood insurance 
through their local insurance brokers. 
Coverage is extended to both residential 
and small business structures. 


State Farm Insurance Co. is the desig- 


nated underwriter for flood insurance 
policies in Illinois, but any licensed bro- 
ker can sell the insurance. 


Under the special program, single-fam- 


ily homeowners can insure their houses 
for up to $17,500 and the contents to 
$5,000 against flood damages. Annual 
rates range from 40 to 60 cents per $100 
coverage.

Plalnes have been approved for the sub- 
sidized federal flood insurance, and ap- 
plications for Mount Prospect 
and 


Schauraburg are pending.

Prospect responded to the fire at the 
plant, and additional fire engines from 
Schaumburg and Des Plalnes stood by at 
Elk Grove Village fire stations. All off- 
duty Elk Grove Village firemen were 
called back to work. 


The fire was controlled, and no em-

Al Collier, quality controller for Mag- 


net Wire, said, "It (the fire) was just 


like getting a fire in the ashes of a fur-. 
nace at home. There is no danger as long - 
as the fire is confined." 


Hulett said his main concern was that 


the heat was so intense it might collapse 
the four-foot wide duct work. 


Testing of the equipment may continue . 


for the next few weeks in an effort to put 
the $500,000 system into operation. The 
equipment has been designed to elimi- 
nate 95 per cent of the odor-producing 
phenolic compounds emitted by the 
plant.

Relief But Little Rejoicing 
Salaries To Board Today 


by WANDALYN RICE 


(A News Analysis) 


The long, frequently frustrating nego- 


tiations between the Dist. 211 Board of 
Education and teachers ended Tuesday 
night, with relief, but little rejoicing, on 
both sides. 


The talks, which began in February, 


ended when the negotiators for the board 
and the Dist. 211 Education Association, 
bargaining unit for the teachers, signed a 
tentative agreement on a new salary 
scale. 


The agreement will provide for in- 


creases on the paychecks for all the dis- 
trict's teachers. The base pay will in- 
crease from $8,300 to $8,600 and the pay 
for teachers with more experience and 
education will increase on the same scale 
in effect lost year. 


The one teacher in-the district at the 


top of the scale will move from $17,638 to 
$18,275. 


The contract will be submitted to the 


full school board for ratification tonight • 
and to the teachers next week. 


ASSUMING THE contract is ratified 


by both sides, the two sides will take a 
breather before beginning talks in Febru- 
ary for the 1973-74 contract. 


The final .contract which will be sub- 


mitted for approval is a combination of 
compromises, with major ground yielded 
by the school board on the issue of work- 
ing conditions and concessions made by 
the teachers on salaries and fringe bene- 
fits.

The Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 


School Board has appointed a citizens' 
selection committee to choose some 45 
residents for a unit district advisory 
committee. 


The advisory committee will work with 


the Illinois School Consulting Service.to 
determine if Dist. 59 should seek to form 
a unit district. In August the board 
awarded a contract to the consulting ser- 
vice to conduct a unit district feasibility 
study. 


Both the advisory committee and the 


consultants are to submit their reports to 
the school board by Mar. 1,1973. 


The selection committee will seek resi- 


dents who arc knowledgeable on school 
and community affairs. Members will be 
selected to provide a broad representa- 
tion throughout the district. 


IN A UNIT district, all school grades 


are under one administration. Dist. 59 
now administers only grades K-8. High 
school grades are under Dist. 214. 


Proponents of unit districting claim 


there arc educational advantages for 
children under a single school adminis- 
tration through both elementary and high 


school. 


In Illinois, there are also considerable 


financial benefits for a unit district. The 
state school aid formula provides more 
assistance for a unit district in com- 
parison to a dual district system. 


Dave Schmid, field representative for 


the Illinos School Consulting Service, re- 
ported to the school board in September 
that a preliminary study showed no 
apparent serious problems that would 
p r e v e n t unit districting. Following 
Schmid's report, the school board author- 
ized the consulting service to continue 
the study, concentrating on Dist. 59 form- 
ing a unit district of itself.

Because of the many problems encoun- 


tered by the foreign speaking child, the 
State of Illinois two years ago embarked 
on a voluntary bilingual education pro- 
gram. The program was established not 
'only to hblp youngsters learn to speak 
English, but also to help the child with 
two languages to function Independently 
in both languages. 


BECAUSE AT many schools in the 


state as much as 10 to 20 per cent of the 
student body is Spanish-speaking, the de- 
cision was made to start the program 
first with Spanish-speaking children. This 
group was (also one of those that found it 
hardest to adjust to learning in tradition- 
al educational programs. 


As Maria Medina Swnnson, director of 


the new bilingual education service cen- 
ter recently established in Mount Pros- 
pect, explained, "tho schools themselves 
have traditionally belittled their Spanish 
culture feeling that the Anglo culture 
was superior. So just being in the 


schools, the kids would get the feeling of 
inferiority." 


Also, Mrs. Swanson said, the school 


system often was not able to provide the 
Sapnish-speaklng child with programs 
that helped him achieve at grade level. 


A CHILD BEGINS learning long before 


he comes to school, according to the ex- 
perts. By the time he is 5 years old, he 
has mastered practically the entire 
sound system and much of the grammat- 
ical structure of his native language. 
His language already reflects a set of 
values tied to a particular group, to a 
way of thinking, feeling and acting, they 
say. 


"These are strengths to build upon 


rather than handicaps to successful 
learning," Mrs. Swanson explained. "By 
using his native language for classroom 
instruction, the child is allowed to contin- 
uo uninterruptedly 
from home to 


school," she said. 


The bilingual program stresses the use 


of the native language in teaching. 


The most important prerequisite tor 


state approval of any school program de- 
pends on how the bilingual aspect is in- 
tegrated with the rest of the school pro- 
gram, so that the same concepts are 
taught in both English and Spanish 
classes at the same time. This allows the 
child to make Immediate progress in 
continuing learning rather than post- 
poning development until a new language 
has been acquired. 


THE SCHEDULE usually works out 


with the child spending part of the day in 
English-speaking classes and part in 
classes conducted by special bilingual, 
bl-cultural teachers. 


Since the bilingual program was estab- 


lished two years ago, the number of 
schools using the program has grown 
from five to 22. "The numbers are grow- 
ing," Mrs. Swanson said. "People are fi- 
nally realizing the importance of this 
kind of program."

Flood Insurance 
Is Closer After 
Village Board OK 


Federally subsidized flood insurance 


for Wheeling residents moved closer to 
reality when the village board passed a 
resolution Monday night agreeing to the 
stipulations of the program. 


In the resolution, the village stated the 


noed for flood Insurance in Wheeling and 
pledged to provide all Information needed 
for the Insurance. 


The resolution, along with other paper- 


work, will now bo sent to a local coor- 
dinator for review. Once ho endorses 
Wheeling's application, It will take ap- 
proximately two weeks to get approval 
from Iho U. S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD). 


The village has been investigating the 


insurance program for the past few 
months, and has finally completed all of 
the required paperwork to apply for the 
program. 


THE FLOOD Insurance, funded by 


HUD, Is designed to provide a kind of 
coverage that Is generally unavailable 
from private agencies because of prohl- 
bltivc cost. 


Driver Charged 
In Accident 
That Took Life 


Illinois State Police hove charged the 


driver of tho van In which a 17-year-old 
Northbrook youth was killed Monday 
night with failure to yield to a traffic 
signal at Palatine Road and Milwaukee 
Avenue In Wheeling Township. 


Police said yesterday that James Har- 


ris, 21, also of Northbrook, was arrested 
on the charge and released on $25 bond. 
He is scheduled to appear Nov. 14 In the 
Mount Prospect branch of circuit court. 


Harris was northbound on Milwaukee 


Avcnuo when his van collided with a car 
driven by Thomas Miller of Mount Pros- 
pect, who was westbound on Palatine 
Road. 


The dead youth, Robert O'kcrns, was 


reportedly dragged under the van when 
it rolled on its side and slid along a curb. 


He was pronounced dead on arrival at 


Holy Family Hospital. 


Harris, who was released from the hos- 


pital yesterday, was reportedly thrown 
clear of the crash. Miller was uninjured. 


State police said there will be an in- 


quest Into the death of O'kcrns, but arc 
not sure when. It Is normal procedure to 
schedule an Inquest when someone is 
killed In an accident, police said. 


O'kcrns was tho 13th person to die 


along Palatine Road since 1968. The acci- 
dent Monday night was termed by 
Wheeling police "tho most gruesome ac- 
cident yet along that roadway." 


If the village qualifies for the program, 
HUD will pay the major cost of tho pol- 
icies for Individual property owners. The 
policies will be sold through regular in- 
surance brokers to the owners of single- 
family homes, small multi-family dwell- 
ings, small businesses, agricultural lands 
and land owned by not-for-profit organi- 
zations. 


Rates for the insurance program range 


from 40 to 50 cents per $100 of coverage, 
depending on the structures. Coverage of 
up to $17,500 Is available for single-fami- 
ly homes. Up to $30,000 worth of Insur- 
ance can be obtained for two to four-fam- 
ily residences. 


Insurance on the contents of homes is 


available at rates between 50 and 60 
cents per $100 coverage. Up to $5,000 in 
contents insurance is available under the 
program. 


SMALL BUSINESSES may be insured 


up to $30,000. Contents insurance for 
small businesses is maximum of $5,000. 


While the insurance was created princi- 


pally to cover flooding from rivers and 
along coastal areas, it also applies to 
damage caused by the overflow of storm 
sewers, creeks and other retention facil- 
ities. 


Roger Strieker, administrative assist- 


ant, said if Wheeling is approved for the 
program, tho low-cost Insurance will be 
In effect for one yoar and then will be 
reviewed by HUD. He explained that the 
ono-yoar program will give insurance 
brokers experience in setting reasonable 
premiums for flood Insurance so they 
can offer their own policies independent 
of the government. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said he 


hopes the program will be in effect in tho 
next few months. He added that red tape 
might slow down approval for the Wheel- 
ing program. 


Many nearby communities, Including 


Palatine and Arlington Heights, have al- 
ready been approved for the low-cost in- 
suranco program.

Police Here Seek Sergeants Rank 


The Wheeling Fire and Police Com- 


mission has released the names of police- 
men who passed the first phase of testing 
for promotion to sergeant. Of the 22 men 
who took the exam, 20 passed. 


The written examination Is the first 


step the patrolmen must take before they 
can become eligible for the promotion. It 
counts for 55 per cent of the total points 
necessary to be ranked on the list. 


An oral exam is 25 per cent of the to- 


tal, while time on the force and the po- 
lice chief's recommendation count for 10 
per cent each. 


A patrolman can gain over 100 points if 


ho has had military service. However, he 
can only receive 3& points in that area. 


Besides the graded exams and recom- 


mendations, the policemen must also go 
through an ungraded psychological test 
as the second phase of tho program. The 
test is being scheduled soon.

Lang Hailed, 
Board Hit 
By Des Biens 


In submitting his resignation from the 


public relations 
commission to the 


W h e e l i n g Village Board, James Des 
Biens took the opportunity to praise 
Trustee Albert Lang and blame the 
board for current commission problems. 


Des Biens, who was recently appointed 


chairman of the public relations commis- 
sion, resigned because he is moving from 
the village this month. 


In his letter of resignation, Des Biens 


said the attitude of the trustees towards 
members of the public relations commis- 
sion was reducing the commission's po- 
tential to serve the village. 


"THE PRIME DETERRENT to ach- 


ieving this potential seems to be a nega- 
tive attitude, or perhaps a distrust, by 
the board," he wrote. He cited a meeting 
Aug. 14 with the commission and the 
trustees as an example. 


"Instead of discussing the problems of 


the commission, several of the trustees 
insisted on avoiding the issues by bring- 
ing up news articles, literary efforts of 
the commission members, and trite in- 
cidents of the past," Des Biens wrote. "I 
left the meeting with a deep feeling of 
frustration and disappointment." 


Des Biens called this type of attitude 


"self-defeating," emphasizing Trustee 
Michael Vnlenza's part in the meeting. 
"In particular, I felt that Mr. Valcnza's 
obstreperous attitude during the meeting 
and his walking out of the meeting con- 
tributed significantly to our failure to 
achieve any results," he wrote. 


TURNING TO the problem of attract- 


ing applicants to serve on the commis- 
sions, Des Biens blamd the apathy hi the 
village, which he attributed to the atti- 
tude of the board. 


"Many people have the idea the board 


isn't going to listen to them anyway, so 
why bother to get involved," he wrote. 
"Incidents such as the trailer park and 
the Strong Street apartments go a long 
way towards fostering this attitude." 


In both of these cases, the board ap- 


proved a project in spite of objections 
voiced by many people in the commu- 
nity. 


Des Biens closed his letter by praising 


Trustee Albert Lang for his work with 
the commission. "I have always found 
Mr. Lang to be sincerely Interested, co- 
operative and enthusiastic hi assisting the 
commission," he said. "If we had a few 
more like Mr. Lang, I am confident the 
public relations commission would be 
functioning as a valuable arm of the-vil- 
lage board." 


At the village board meeting Monday 


night, the trustees praised Des Biens 
and expressed regret that he was moving 
from the village.

Going to school In a different country 


and learning In a language other than 
one's native tongue Is usually not much 
of a problem for most children. Accord- 
Ing to one expert, it takes only a few 
months'before a child whose native lan- 
guage Is not English begins to catch up 


to learning on an equal basis with his 
peers. 


This is because the adjustment lies not 


in how smart a child is but in whether he 
or she feels secure in his native culture 
despite the fact that he is living in a 
different country, experts say. 
' 


For those children who are unsure of 


themselves and feel inferior because 
they are different, however, learning in a 
different language can be upsetting. 
Most schools do little/to encourage the 
child in anything but English. Dis- 
couraged from continuing in his native 
language and customs, the child has 
problems adjusting socially and, many 
times, just gives up and drops out. 


Pollution Control System Sets Off Fire 


Testing of a new pollution control sys- 


tem set off a fire yesterday at the Chi- 
cago Magnet Wire Corp. plant, 001 Chase 
Avo., Elk Grove Village, when a ventilat- 
ing fan failed and the system overheated. 


Elk Grove Village Fire Chief Allen Hu- 


kit said dry chemicals and some water 
were used to fight the blaze. 


Fourteen pieces of equipment from the 


village, Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect responded'to the fire at Die 
plant, and additional fire engines from 
Schaumburg and DCS Plaincs stood by at 
Elk Grove Village fire stations. All off- 
duty Elk Grove Village firemen were 
called back to work. 


The fire was controlled, and no em- 


ployes were evacuated from the building. 


Anthony Jordan, Magnet Wire exccu- 


live vice president, said the section 
where the fire occurred had been closed 
down during the testing In case there 
was trouble, and the rest of the plant 
was In full operation. 


He said the anti-pollution device ran 


well for about 10 minutes after it was 
started before the ventilating fan failed 
and materials in the duct caught fire. He 
said the fire was controlled by the work- 
ers and didn't understand why so much 
flrcflghting equipment was called out. 


Al Collier, quality controller for Mag- 


net Wire, said, "It (the fire) was just 
like getting a fire in the ashes of a fur- 
nace at home. There is no danger as long 
as the fire Is confined." 


Hulctt said his main concern was that 


the heal was so intense It might collapse 


the four-foot wide duct work. 


Testing of the equipment may continue 


for the next few weeks In on effort to put 
the $500,000 system into operation. The 


equipment has been designed to elimi- 
nate 95 per cent of the odor-producing 
phenolic compounds emitted by the 
plant. 


Because of the many problems encoun- 


tered by the foreip speaking child, the 
State of Illinois two years ago embarked 
on a voluntary bilingual education pro- 
gram. The program was established not 
only to help youngsters learn to speak 
English, but also to help the child with 
two languages to function independently 
in both languages. 


BECAUSE , AT many schools in the 


state as much as 10 to 20 per cent of the 
student body is Spanish-speaking, the de- 
cision was made to start the program 
first with Spanish-speaking children. This 
group was also one of those that found it 
hardest to adjust to learning in tradition- 
al educational programs. 


As Maria Medina Swanson, director of 


the new bilingual education service cen- 
ter recently established in Mount Pros- 
pect, explained, "the schools themselves 
have traditionally belittled their Spanish 
culture feeling that thesAnglo culture 
was superior. So just being in the 


schools, the kids would get the feeling of 
Inferiority." 


( Also, Mrs. Swanson said, the school 
system often was not able to provide the 
Sapnlsh-spcaklng child with programs 
that helped him achieve at grade level. 


A CHILD BEGINS learning long before 


he comes to school, according to the ex- 
perts. By the time he is 5 years old, he 
has mastered practically the entire 
sound system and much of the grammat- 
ical structure of his native language. 
His language already reflects a set of 
values tied to a particular group, to n 
way of thinking, feeling and acting, they 


• say. 


"These arc strengths to build upon 


rather than handicaps to successful 
learning," Mrs. Swanson explained. "By 
using his native language for classroom 
instruction, the child Is allowed to contln- 
uo 
uninterruptedly 
from homo to 


school," sho said. 


The bilingual program stresses the use 


of the native language in teaching. 


The most important prerequisite for 


state approval of any school program de- 
pends on how the bilingual aspect is in- 
tegrated with the rest of the school pro- 
gram, so that the same concepts arc 
taught in both English and Spanish 
classes at the same time. Tills allows the 
child to make Immediate progress in 
continuing learning rather than post- 
poning development until a new language 
has liecn acquired. 


THE SCHEDULE usually works out 


with the child spending part of the day in 
English-speaking classes and part in 
classes conducted by special billnfitial, 
bl-cultural teachers. 


Since the WllnKual program was cstal>- 


llshtxl two years ago, the number of 
scliooU usinc tho program has grown 
from five to 22. "The numtx;rs are grow- 
ing" Mr«. Swnnson said. "People on: fi- 
nally ronlizlnfi the importance of this 
kind of program."

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Federal Funds 
May Be Sought 
For Lake Here 


by JILL BETTNER 


Federal funds may be sought by the 


Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) 
and tho Lake County Forest Preserve 
District for tho construction of a pro- 
posed retention lake on Buffalo Creek. 


Tho proposed $2,100,000 basin has been 


called the key to effective flood control 
in the Buffalo Crock watershed area 
which Includes Buffalo Grove and Wheel- 
ing. 


Jerry Socsbe. director of tho Lako 


County Forest Preserve District, said de- 
tails of construction and funding agree- 
ments with the MSD must bo worked out 
before the agency can apply for match- 
Ing-funds to purchase tho ISO-acre site 
west of Arlington Heights Road and 
south of Checker Road. 


Tho grant application will be made to 


the federal department of housing and 
urban development, (HUD), under a pro- 
gram that aids agencies in the acquisi- 
tion of land for tho purpose of flood con- 
trol. 


SOKSBE SAID ho experts to meet with 


MSD representatives witfflh the next two 
weeks to work out cost sharing and man- 
agement plans for the project. If every- 
thing ROCS smoothly, he said, the forest 
preserve district will probably submit 
the grant application shortly thereafter. 


Socsbe is optimistic about acquiring 


the more than $1 million in federal funds 
needed for tho project. 


"We hove no assurance of getting the 


money," ho said, "but we have a letter 
from NIPC (Northern Illinois Plan Com- 
mission) encouraging us to proceed." 
Socsbo added that gaining approval from 
NIPC is the first step In obtaining a fed- 
oral grant of tills type. 


REPRESENTATIVES of eight area 


agencies that will bo involved in the con- 
struction of the reservoir in some way 
met in July to discuss tentative plans for 
the project. At that time, MSD called for 
several points to be agreed upon in the 
development of tho site, Including: 


— That a Lake County agency hold the 


rights to the land. 


— That recreation facilities be devel- 


oped and managed by a governmental 
agency, cither the Lake County Forest 
Preserve or one or more park districts. 


— That suitable zoning and building 


codes be passed to prevent improper 
land development upstream from the 
proposed retention lake. 


— That Buffalo Grove assume the re- 


sponsibility for maintenance of tho spill- 
way and control facilities of the dam. 


THE PROPOSED Buffalo Creek facil- 


ity Is the first project of a com- 
prchensivo area flood control. program 
that will include several other reservoirs 
to e buklt in the next few years. 
, Buffalo Grove trustees recently told 
the MSD tho village could not participate 
financially in tho project, but would sup- 
port it completely.

Free Time 
At Forum 


Residents of DIst. 125 presented a wiae 


variety of questions to the Adlai Steven- 
son High School Board Monday night at 
the open forum. About a dozen residents 
asked questions about use of free time, 
vocational courses, the new frcsyraan 
studies program and sex education. 


One member of the audience said she 


was afraid all emphasis was going to be 
placed on social studies, and students 
were not getting enough math and sci- 
ence. 


Board Member John Balmes, chair- 


man of the education committee, said 
that was not the intention of the board, 
and that all basic subjects would be cov- 
ered thoroughly during the year. Board 
Member Marion Slaga added that social 
studies often provides the vehicle for 
teaching less attractive subjects. 


Board Pros. Robert Anderson, chair- 


man for the informal discussion, said the 
board has asked for community help in 
developing programs in several areas, 
including foreign language, vocational 
education and general educational pol- 
icies. 


A FEW RESIDENTS spoke in favor 


of teaching sex education, and were also 
assured by Board Member Edward 
Smith the material to be presented would 
be above the junior high level, and would 
not duplicate what is now being taught in 
area elementary schools. 


The Stevenson board has not given fi- 


nal approval to the sex education pro- 
gram, but is expected to make a decision 
next week. 


Supt. Harold Banser said parents had 


indicated that less popular subjects like 
math had been made more attractive 
this year by freshman studies teachers, 
because the topics were made part of 
practical, everyday situations. 


In reply to queries about use of free 


time, Banser recommended that parents 
urge children to look into independent 
study programs.

College Intern Looks At Our Buffalo Grove

Characterizing Buffalo Grove as a pro- 


gressive community, Bill Balling gives 
most of the credit to Village Pros. Gary 
. Armstrong and Village Mgr. Dan Larson. 


Balling has spent the past five months 


serving as administrative assistant to 
Larson in fulfillment of requirements for 
a master of arts and public adminis- 
tration degree at Northern Illinois Uni- 
versity in DeKalb. 


' 
"I think the board was really wise in 


hiring an innovator like Larson," Balling 
said. Ho added that ho doesn't agree . 
with village residents who feel Arm- 
strong's dual role as marketing director 
for the James Otis Co. interferes with 
the operation of the village. 


"Speaking as an outside observer, I 


really feel Buffalo Grove has more than 
its money's worth in Armstrong," Bal- 
ling said. "It would take no more than 
coming to a village board meeting for 
people to realize that. He's a very de- 
voted and interested man." 


DALLING SAID he thinks Armstrong's 


dedication is typical of all village offi- 
cials and staff. 


"These people are service-oriented and 


I think they're really interested in the 
futuc development of the village and pro- 
viding the services that are needed 
now," he said. 


This is the first year that Buffalo 


Grove has participated' in' tho adminis- 
trative intern program. Balling feels the 
experience provides a good balance to 
Ills formal academic training. 


"It's a way of getting students into the 


practical aspects of city management, 
much as a medical intern learns his 
job," he said. 


Balling spends three days each week at 


the village hall while carrying nine hours 
— a full academic load — at NIU. The 
internship lasts two semesters. 


Describing his duties, Balling said Lar- 


son has attempted to expose him to as 
many facets of city management as pos- 
sible. Most of his time, he said, is de- 
voted to researching problems. 


Balling also keeps an eye out for ways 


to run the operations of village hall more 
efficiently. Recently he saved the village 
more than $1,000 by changing the vendor 
who supplies the office coffee machine. 


Balling sees flood prevention as the 


most pressing problem currently facing 
Buffalo Grove, but he added that there 
are several changes that will have to be 
made if the village is to keep pace with 
rapid development. 


CITING THE areas of concentration 


for the future, Balling said: 


—Pre-annexation .agreements should 


be beefed up in line with sound commu- 
nity planning. Balling feels the board is 
taking steps in this direction by working 
on the development of ordinances such 
as the proposed measure governing de- 
velopers' land and school donations. 


—The water system should be ex- 


panded to meet the needs of the growing 
population. 


—The size of the administrative staff 


should be increased to handle the prob- 
lems of the rapidly diversifying commu- 
nity. 


Referring to the village as a dormitory 


community, Balling said he feels it will 
take time for Buffalo Grove residents to 
unify. 


"In a new community such as this, 


first you grow in size and then in com- 
munity cohesiveness," Balling said. Ho 
added that central parks and shopping 
centers could do a lot to create an estab- 
lished atmosphere in the town. 


"There are a lot of social service or- 


ganizations in the village that are small 
but active," Balling said, "but for the 
most part, our growth has bypassed 
these normal developments. Age will ma- 
ture the village."

Land acquisition, which formed the 


major portion of a 196S referendum, Is 
not Included in the upcoming vote be- 
cause tho district anticipates receiving 
largo acreage of park land through the 
Salt Creek Watershed development and 
donations from land developers. 


Besides the bicycle-hiking trail and the 


pool, referendum-approved money would 
go for developing land the park district 
already owns into neighborhood parks. 


IF VOTERS PASS the referendum, 


their first-year tax bill would increase by 
1.58 per cent. Or as park district officials 
explain it, a homeowner who currently 
pays $759 for his total tax bill would be 
paying $12 more next year for the park 
district referendum. The technical in- 
crease would be about 12 cents per $100 
equalized assessed valuation. 


After the first year, each resident's 


cost will decrease somewhat, park com- 
missioners claim. The rate that It de- 
creases depends on how much Palatine's 


assessed valuation increases in a year's 
time. 


As more land is brought into the park 


district and more people join the tax 
rolls, the cost to individual homeowners 
goes down, Robert Bjorvik, park district 
attorney said. 


"This particular increase will certainly 


go down. There's no question about it," 
Bjorvik assured the two residents who 
appeared at a public meeting this week 
to question the program. 


One resident asked when the projects 


included in the referendum would be 
started and completed. 


"If the referendum is approved Satur- 


day, we'll be out for bids this spring," 


Hall responded. But completion is anoth- 
er question. 


Hall explained that if one or two con- 


tractors get the bids for most of the proj- 
ects, it would take longer to get the total 
p r o g r a m completed.And unforeseen 
strike problems could delay completion 
deadlines. 


Bids are required on any project cost- 


ing over $2,500.

Salaries To Board Today 


by WANDALYN RICE 


(A News Analysis) 


The long, frequently frustrating nego- 


tiations between the Dist. 211 Board of 
Education and teachers ended Tuesday 
night, with relief, but little rejoicing, on 
both sides. 


The talks, which began In February, 


ended when the negotiators for the board 
and the Dlst. 211 Education Association, 
bargaining unit for the teachers, signed a 
tentative agreement on a new salary 
scale. 


The agreement will provide for in- 


creases on the paychecks for all the dis- 
trict's teachers. The base pay will in- 
crease from $8,300 to $8,600 and the pay 
for teachers with more experience and 
education will increase on the same scale 
in effect last year. 


The one teacher In the district at the 


top of the scale will move from $17,638 to 
$18,275. 


The contract will be submitted to the 


full school board for ratification tonight 
and to the teachers next week. 


ASSUMING THE contract is ratified 


by both sides, the two sides will take a 
breather before beginning talks in Febru- 
ary for the 1973-74 contract. 


The final contract which will be sub- 


mitted for approval is a combination of 
compromises, with major ground yielded 
by the school board on the issue of work- 
ing conditions and concessions made by 
the teachers on salaries and fringe bene- 
fits. 


The agreement to include working con- 


ditions hi this contract, and to provide 
for negotiation on all other working con- 
ditions next year, may well be the most 
significant part of the contract. 


Talks deadlocked early in the bargain- 


ing when the board refused to place any 
guarantees on working conditions in the 
contract. The board changed that posi- 
tion after a mass meeting of the teachers 
in August expressed support for the asso- 
ciation position in asking for contract 
guarantees. 


As a result, the teachers won guaran- 


tees on evaluation and transfer policies 
and can negotiate for class size guaran- 
tees next year! Association officials, fol- 
lowing the settlement, expressed the be- 
lief that next year's negotiations will 
take full advantage of the newly-won 
ability to bargain working conditions. 


THE ASSOCIATION leaders, however, 


are likely to have the most trouble con- 
vincing their members that the salary 
agreement, which does not change the

Seek To Get LWV 
Lawsuit Killed 


Palatine Township attorneys are mak- 


ing a second attempt to get a lawsuit by 
the League of Women Voters (LWV) dis- 
missed from the Cook County Circuit 
Court this morning. 


The hearing is scheduled for 10:15 a.m. 


in the court of Judge Harry Comerford. 
Township attorneys are expected to ar- 
gue that two township officials were 
served notice as individuals, not as rep- 
resentatives of the township, a technical- 
ity which could block the lawsuit if the 
judge's decision is favorable. 


The LWV suit filed two weeks ago asks 


the court to force township officials to 
put a referendum abolishing township 
government on the Nov. 7 ballot 


Last week, a preliminary motion by 


township attorneys was denied by Judge 
Comerford. If today's motion is also de- 
nied, the actual hearing may begin some- 
time next week. 


Officials Claim 
No Solution To 
Township Flood 


Flooding on Arlington Road in north- 


western Palatine Township has stymied 
township, county and mosquito abate- 
ment officials for nearly two months, and 
a solution still has not been found. 


The county highway department began 


pumping water from one side of Ela 
Road, just one block east of the flooding, 
to the other side of the road, but there 
has been little change in water level as a 
result. Highway workers contend they 
can't figure out where the Arlington 
Road water is coming from.

District was called In to solve the prob- 
lem as part of mosquito prevention.

"If there was anything I could do for 


these people, I'd do It," Bergman said 
yesterday. 


Probably the only permanent solution 


would bo Installation of a storm sewer, 
Bergman said, but that would require a 
special assessment or some other means 
of getting more funds. Only five homes 
arc along that particular portion of Ar- 
lington Heights Rood, and a spccicl as- 
sessment on those residents would be pro- 
hibitive, particularly since svcral of tho 
neighbors aro elderly and on fixed In- 
comes. 


Drainage tiles laid when the area was 


still rural aro causing problems now, 
Bergman said, because frequently build- 
ers will break a tile while constructing a 
new home and subsequently cause flood- 
ing. 


"That's the whole trouble in all the 


unincorporated areas except In the new 
subdivisions," Bergman claimed. He ad- 
mits that his specialty Isn't drainage 
problems, but oven If there was a solu- 
tion, his budget wouldn't be enough to 
implement anything major. 


"It would use the year's budget to 


drain that swamp, I'm sure," he said.

liking of the city," Vinczcano said. 
"We're still trying to find a suitable ve- 
hicle," ho added. "It's not a dead issue." 


Vinczcano said he would like "to go out 


personally" to look for a truck that could 
bo used for the mobile library.

portation as well as for a bookmobile, 
Vinczcano explained.

But Only It's Not Official Yet 
Club Puts City Back On Map 


Illinois Department of Transportation 


officials who arc trying to tell Rolling 
Meadows there Isn't enough room for the 
city on the official state highway map 
had better come up with another xcusc, 
according to Bill McMinn, president of 
tho Rolling Meadows Rotary Club. 


McMinn says he has produced a mock 


copy of tho official state map that In- 
cludes Rolling Meadows. 


"We have a tentative copy of the map 


that we're willing to submit In case they 
glvo us tho argument that there is not 
enough room for tho city on the map," 
McMinn revealed yesterday. "It's 
strictly in a rough state at tho present 
time, and I hope wo don't have to pre- 
sent it," McMinn said,'"but wo will if wo 
have to." 


McMinn declined to say who produced 


the map or whether it was produced at 
his own expense. 


McMINN'S MAP is apparently the lat- 


est chapter in a campaign by the city to 
make its name known on the complete 
state of Illinois highway map. In the past 
the city has been omitted from the com- 
plete map and only shown on the reverse 
side enlargement of the Chicago met- 
ropolitan area. ' 


State highway officials have contended 


the map is simply not large enough to 
include every municipality in the state. 


But McMinn says because of the city's 


persistence, he is confident a meeting 
will soon be arranged with state officials 
to give the city an opportunity to present 
its<argumcnts. 


"I had an opportunity to talk to a gov- 


e r n o r ' s assistant Saturday night," 
McMinn disclosed, "and I have been as- 
sured that we will either get support or a 
chance to talk to someone to air our 
case." 


"THE SITUATION is kind of In limbo 


now," he added, "but we hope that if we 
can't get the support of Gov. Ogilvic, at 
least we will get an opportunity to meet 
with those In charge of the matter," 
McMinn said. 


McMinn and the city chamber of com- 


merce have been instrumental in organ- 
izing a citizens' letter-writing campaign 
to state officials to convince them the 
city merits a place on the map. McMinn 
also claims credit for convincing the city 
council to put its weight behind the cam- 
paign by passing a resolution urging the 


state to include Rolling Meadows on the 
map. 


The resolution was presented to the 


council Tuesday by Aid. John Rock and 
was approved unanimously. 


"THIS IS IN support of the chamber of 


commerce's effort to get citizens to write 
to their state representatives and sena- 
tors to get Rolling Meadows on the 
map," Rock told the council before the 
vote. "There's no reason why we, 
shouldn't be included on the map," he' 
added, "because there's plenty of room 
on it." 


Others who have joined in the effort 


are State Rep. Eugene Schlickman (R- 
3rd), who has written a direct appeal to 
Illinois Department of Transportation Di- 
rector William F. Cellini asking him to 
intervene in the city's behalf. 


CCT Moves 
Dialogue To 
Community

"Life style and faith have to go hand in 


hand." 


"Young people need to be able to 


coordinate then- everyday lives with 
their faith experience." 


These are the beliefs of Emmett Kelly 


and his wife, Edwina, of 3617 Pheasant, 
Rolling Meadows. The Kellys head the 
St. Colette Concerned Christian Teens 
(CCT). 


"We try to provide the teens with an 


opportunity to get together to share their 
Christianity and social experiences and 
make a positive contribution lo the com- 
munity," said Kelly. 


To this end CCT will move out of the 


dialogue center and into the community 
this year. 


"We will be putting Christianity into 


action. Christianity is more than just go- 
ing to church on Sunday," said Kelly, 
who believes teens get "truned off" by a 
school-type atmosphere. 


The actual community projects the 


teens will participate in and the outings 
they will go on will be left largely up to 
the 70 to 100 CCT members. 


THE KELLYS became involved in the 


religious education program at St. Co- 
lette Church three years ago. 


At that time the program was mainly a 


scries of moderated dialogues and the 
teens met in the homes of the adult lead- 
ers. 
• • 


The meetings wren't always the most 


successful. 


The Kellys remember when they used 


the "Concerned" scries. 


"We had previewed the series and 


were all excited, feeling it was exactly 
what we needed," said Kelly. "It turned 
out to be the biggest bomb shell. We 
didn't even Ike it and the kids could only 
endure it for three weeks. After three 
weeks they told us it just wasn't real." 


This type of honesty and openness are 


part of the essential ingredients of the 
CCT program. 


After that experience the teens and 


leaders started talking about topics of 
current interest. 


Both of the Kellys relish the question- 


ing and idealism of the teens. 


"When I was young there was a ques- 


tion and an answer. There was very little 
dialogue. These kids are no longer will- 
ing to just accept everything. They have 
to respect authority but they have to be 
able to question also," said Kelly. 


"IF CHHISTIANS have a responsibility 


it's to express their Christianity. If the 
questions stop the structured church will 
not be able to continue. Without questions 
we are not going to make any progress. 
The church cannot remain stagnant 
while the world revolves. 


"The 
development of the church de- 


pends on sharing experiences of all, both 
young and old. The experience of the old 
church members' mixed with the new 
knowledge and ideas of the young help 
make the church a vital part of the com- 
munity," he continued. 


"We are not always looking for agree- 


ment. We just want an opportunity to ex- 
press ourselves in different ways." 
. As directors of the CCT program, the 
Kellys no longer "enjoy the opportunity 
of meeting individually with the teens in 
groups." They are responsible for setting 
up the program and soliciting adult

Creek district, its tax rate would be cut 
in half from the Rolling Meadows dis- 
trict's -13 cents per $100 rate to the Salt 
Creek district's 22 cents per $100 rate. 


Rolling Meadows park officials have 


estimated the industrial park in question 
contributes about 9 per cent of their dis- 
trict's collected taxes. 


Salt Creek Tax Assessment 
Rate Increase Predicted 


An increase in the tax assessment rate 


for the Salt Creek Rural Park District is 
expected this year, according to park di- 
rector Jim DcVos. 


The Increase will affect about 2,200 


persons living in Palatine, Rolling Mead- 
ows, and Arlington Heights who fall with- 
in the district's boundaries. 


"The taxes for homeowners would go 


up from $2 to $4, depending on the 
home," DcVos sold. However, he added 
80 per cent of tho increase would be ab- 
sorbed by Industry within the district. 


DcVos said the increase is needed be- 


cause the district "wants to bring the 
parks up to the standard of the neighbor- 
hoods they're in." He said improvements 
would include larger parking lots, new 
equipment, and air conditioning of the 
Rose Park Administration Building. 


The Salt Creek Park District currently 


has the lowest taxing rate of any area 
park district. Its .212 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation compares to .434 in 
Rolling Meadows, .375 in Arlington 
Heights, .396 in Palatine, and .336 in 
Wheeling. 


The district serves an area bounded by 


Palatine Road on the north, Euclid Ave- 


nue on the south, Wilkc Road on the cast, 
and Hicks Road on the west.

Police Chief Lewis Case has said adop- 


tion of the proposal would not create a 
hardship for the force. 


"We have the manpower and capabil- 


ity to begin right away," Case has said. 
"I sec no problem with the legality of it, 
but we want to be sure our authority is 
incorporated into the park district ordi- 
nances." 


THE ARRANGEMENT was first pro- 


posed Oct. 2 at a meeting of Ahrens' 
committee. Struggles said the plan was 
proposed in an attempt to enhance secur- 
ity at the parks and at the sports com- 
plex during the hockey season and spe- 
cial events. 


In the past the district has employed a 


private firm to police the parks. 


Struggles has said the proposal would 


provide better security and possibly save 
money for the park district at the same 
time.

Anthony Jordan, Magnet Wire execu- 


tive vice president, said the section 
where the fire occurred had been closed 
down during the testing in case there 
was trouble, and the rest of the plant 
was in full operation. 


He said the anti-pollution device ran 


well for about 10 minutes after it was

Lawsuit Killed 


Palatine Township attorneys are mak- 


ing a second attempt to get a lawsuit by 
the League of Women Voters (LWV) dis- 
missed from the Cook County Circuit 
Court this morning. 


The hearing is scheduled for 10:15 a.m. 


in the court of Judge Harry Comerford. 
Township attorneys are expected to ar- 
gue that two township officials were 
served notice as individuals, not as rep- 
resentatives of the township, a technical- 
ity which could block the lawsuit if the 
Judge's decision is favorable. 


The LWV suit filed two weeks ago asks 


the court to force township officials to 
put a referendum abolishing township 
government on the Nov. 7 ballot. 


Last week, a preliminary motion by 


township attorneys was denied by Judge 
Comerford. If today's motion is also de- 
nied, the actual hearing may begin some- 
time next week. 


The appointment of John Hennessy as 


superintendent of public works in Rolling 
Meadows was approved unanimously at 
a city council meeting Tuesday. 


Hennessy, who was named acting su- 


perintendent Aug. 1, will serve through 
April 30, 1975. He replaces James

Veleran Cop Has Chance To Observe 
Patrolman Likes The Cycle Patrol 


by TOM VON MALDER 


As Mount Prospect's only motorcycle 


cop, Patrolman James Langc has re- 
ceived a lot of kidding — mainly from 
fellow patrolmen. Most of the remarks 
center upon needing the cycle to carry 
some extra weight around. 


But Langc doesn't mind. Tho five-year 


veteran of the department says he enjoys 
the downtown patrol beat. 


"On this beat I have a tendency to ob- 


serve more than I would from a patrnl 
car," he said In a recent interview. "I 
look In and around stores as I go by." 


Tho downtown beat, begun the last 


week of June with Patrolman Wayne 
Llpscy, was created by Police Chief Bert 
Glddcns to control traffic, both vehicular 
and pedestrian, and watch the business 
sections. Lipscy was on foot for a 
month, then a cycle was borrowed from 
Elk Grove Village. Lange replaced Lip- 
scy last month. 


Langc writes 12 to 14 tickets on an av- 


erage dny and most of these arc for vio- 
lations of the two-hour parking zones in 
the heart of downtown. 


"MY DAY STARTS at 10 a.m. and 


ends at 6 p.m.," Langc explained. "My 
main function is to take care of parking 
and traffic in an area from Lincoln 
Street to Henry Street, from Mount Pros- 
pect Road to Northwest Highway." 


"I don't handle too many moving viola- 


tions because of the problem of pursuit," 
he said. "If F see someone go through a 
slop sign a block ahead of me, they arc • 
usually gone when I and the bike get 
there. The bike docs have power and re- 
sponse, but it is within reason." 


Certainly the cycle doesn't compare 


with a police car and in the winter it will 
be a lot colder. "I'll use the bike all win- 
ter, except when there's snow and ice on 
the pavement. Then I'll cither get a car 
or go on foot. Yes, I imagine I'll be get- 


ting a heavier winter uniform than the 
other guys." 


Lange also patrols the Randhurst and 


Mount Prospect Plaza shopping centers. 
A recently approved agreement between 
the village and the Randhurst Corpora- 
tion makes Lange responsible for enforc- 
ing village traffic laws in their parking 
lot. Ho said he finds fire lane violations 
the "most abused" traffic law. 


FROM 5 P.M. TO 6 P.M. Lange is 


available In the center of town where he 
can offer assistance to commuters dis- 
embarking from the Chicago and North 
Western Rwy. trains. 


"This is more of a public relations ges- 


ture than a real need," Lange said. Yet, 
public relations Is a large part of his job. 
Although he has not had too much time 
to do it yet, Lange is expected and wants 
to go around to all the merchants and 
talk to them. 


"The main idea is to bring out the 


storcowners and have them relate their 
problems to us," Langc said and added 
that " a very good relationship" exists 
between the merchants and the police de- 
partment. 


The borrowed motorcycle should be re- 


placed sometime this month, when a 1073 
Harloy-Davidson Is delivered. A strike at 
the manufacturer's plant has delayed de- 
livery of the vehicle for over two months. 


It will be similar to the one Langc is 


using now. "The only difference to the 
general public is that it will be minus a 
few dents," Lange said, referring to the 
well-worn condition of the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage leaner. 


For the future, Lange said he hopes to 


xpand his patrol area to include the 
shopping center at Elmhurst and Golf 
roads and the one at Golf and Busse 
roads. Right now he says he is "just too 
busy."

Bilingual Education System Making Headway Here 


by MARY HOULIHAN 


Going to school In a different country 


and learning In a language other than 
ono s native tongue Is usually not much 
of a problem for most children. Accord- 
Ing to one expert, It lakes only a few 
months before • child whoso native lan- 
guage Is not English begins to catch up 


to learning on an equal basis with his 
• peers. 


This Is because the adjustment lies not 


in how smart a child Is but in whether he 
or she feels secure in his native culture 
despite the fact that he Is living in a 
different country, experts say. 


For those children who are unsure of 


themselves and feel inferior because 
they are different, however, learning in a 
different language can be upsetting. 
Most schools do little to encourage the 
child In anything but English. Dis- 
couraged from continuing in his native 
language and customs, the child has 
problems adjusting socially and, many 
times, just gives up and drops out. 


Pollution Control System Sets Off Fire 


Testing of a new pollution control sys- 


' tern set off a fire yesterday at the Chi- 


cago Magnet Wire Corp. plant, 901 Chase 
Ave., Elk Grove Village, when a ventilat- 
ing fan failed and the system overheated. 


Elk Grove Village Fire Chief Allen Hu- 


lett sold dry chemicals and some water 
were used to fight the blaze. 


Fourteen pieces of equipment from the 


village, Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect responded to the fire at the 
plant, and additional fire engines from 
Schaumburg and DCS Plalncs stood by at 
Elk Grove Village fire stations. All off- 
duty Elk Grove Village firemen were 
called back to work. 


The fire was controlled, and no em- 


ployes were evacuated from the building. 


Anthony Jordan, Magnet Wire execu- 


tive vice president, said the section 
where the fire occurred had been closed 
down during the testing in case there 
was trouble, and the rest of the plant 
was in full operation. 


He said the anti-pollution device ran 


well for about 10 minutes after It was 
started before the ventilating fan foiled 
and materials In the duct caught fire. Ho 
said the fire was controlled by the work- 
ers and didn't understand why so much 
fircflghtlng equipment was called out. 


Al Collier, quality controller for Mag- 


net Wire, said, "It (the fire) was just 
like getting a fire In the ashes of a fur- 
nace at home. There is no danger as long 
as the fire Is confined." 


Hulctt said his main concern was that 


the heat was so intense It might collapse 


the four-foot wide duct work. 


Testing of the equipment may continue 


for the next few weeks in an effort to put 
the $500,000 system into operation. The 


equipment has been designed to elimi- 
nate 95 per cent of the odor-producing 
phenolic compounds emitted by the 
plant. 


Because of the many problems encoun- 


tered by the foreign speaking child, the 
State of Illinois two years ^go embarked 
on a voluntary bilingual education pro- 
gram. The program was established not 
only to help youngsters learn to speak 
English, but also to help the child with 
' two languages to function independently 
in both languages. 


BECAUSE AT many schools in the 


state as much as 10 to 20 per cent of the 
student body is Spanish-speaking, the de- 
cision was made to start the program 
first with Spanish-speaking children. This 
group was also one of those that found it 
hardest to adjust to learning in tradition- 
al educational programs. 


As Maria Medina Swanson, director of 


the new bilingual education service cen- 
ter recently established in Mount Pros- 
pect, explained, "the schools themselves 
have traditionally belittled their Spanish 
culture feeling that the Anglo culture 
was superior. So just being in the 


schools, the kids would get the feeling of 
Inferiority." 


Also, Mrs. Swanson said, the school 


system often was not able to provide the 
Sapnish-speaking child with programs 
that helped him achieve at grade level. 


A CHILD BEGINS learning long before 


he comes to school, according to the ex- 
perts. By the time he Is 5 years old, he 
has mastered practically the entire 
sound system and much of the grammat- 
ical structure of his native language. 
His language already reflects a set of 
values tied to a particular group, to a 
way of thinking, feeling and acting, they 
say. 


"These are strengths to build upon 


rather than handicaps to successful 
learning," Mrs. Swanson explained. "By 
using his native language for classroom 
instruction, the child is allowed to contin- 
uc 
uninterruptedly 
from home to 


school," she said. 


The bilingual program stresses the use 


of the native language in teaching. 


The most important prerequisite for 


state approval of any school program de- 
pends on how the bilingual aspect is in- 
tegrated with the rest of the school pro- 
gram, so that the same concepts are 
taught in both English and Spanish 
classes at the same time. This allows the 
child to make immediate progress in 
continuing learning rather than post- 
poning development until a new language 
has been acquired. 


THE SCHEDULE usually works out 


with the child spending part of the day in 
English-speaking classes and part in 
classes conducted by special bilingual, 
bl-cultural teachers. 


Since the bilingual program was estab- 


lished two years ago, the number of 
schools using the program has groun 
from five to 22. "The numbers are grow- 
ing," Mrs. Swanson said. "People are fi- 
nally realizing the importance of this 
kind of program."

MATT DANAIIER, Cook County Cir- 


cuit Court clerk and stalwart Daleyite, 
gets only a polite greeting. 


Ralph Metcalfe, U.S. congressman and 


product of the Daley machine, currently 
in disfavor with that machine, rivals 
Walker in the enthusiasm of the crowd's 
welcome. 


Dr. Andrew Toman, machine-created 


Cook County coroner, gets a smattering 
of hand claps. 


U.S. Rep. Abner Mlkva, efciled to a 


suburban district to run on his own for 
reelection, outdoes all the others on the 
applause meter, and many rise to their 
feet. 


Later, of course, the mayor himself 


will enter and ho will get a warm greet- 
ing — but not the foot-stomping, barn- 
raising, hysterical response he gets when 
he'appears before a luncheon of precinct 
captains. 


After a warm introduction by Sen. Ad- 


lal Stevenson ("He helped to push my 
father's programs through the Illinois 
legislature ... he Is a Democrat In his 
bones."), Daley will get a near-standing 
ovation. The Kankakee County delegation 
remains seated. 


ONLY WHEN DALEY concludes his 


"speech with the words they have all been 
waiting to hear — "Illinois will do what 
it did in 1948 and in 1060. Illinois will go 
for McGovern" — will the Kankakee de- 


legation rise for the mayor of Chicago, 
and join in the kind of bedlam the mayor 
Is accustomed to. 
' When McGovern himself enters the 
main ballroom after touring 10 other din- 
ing rooms in the Pick-Congress and Con- 
rad Hilton hotels, he will be greeted by 
thunderous, unrestrained applause, hoot- 
Ing and hollering which belies any differ- 
ences between those Democrats now 
surely united behind him. 


And yet... 
While hundreds wait patiently for near- 


ly three hours over standard political- 
banquet-fare for McGovern to appear, 
Don Walker, the party's candidate for 
governor, waits with them. 


Mayor Daley, Sen. Stevenson, Lt. Gov. 


Paul Simon, the man who lost the nomi- 
nation for governor to Walker, are at 
McGovern's side as he went to greet the 
thousands. 


When McGovern rises to speak, he 


stands below huge portraits of himself, 
his running mate, Sargent Shrlver, and 
Mayor Daley (circa 1956, still sporting a 
crew cut). There is no picture of Walker. 


As the list of speakers wears on: Sim- 


on, comedian Alan King, Stevenson, Da- 
ley, it is announced that Walker must 
leave — without addressing the crowd — 
to maintain bis schedule. He leaves to 
another warm ovation. The Kankakee 
County delegation rises. 


And about that time, it dawns on you 


that State's Attorney Edward V. Hanra- 
han, the darling of the Daley loyalists, 
has not appeared at all

Fender Takes Case For 
Reinstatement To Court 


by CINDY TEW 


John D. Fender, recently fired teacher 


of School Dlat. 25, took his case for rein- 
statement as a teacher to the Circuit 
Court of Cook County lato yesterday af- 
ternoon. 


In tho request for a judicial review of 


the dismissal proceedings, attorneys for 
Fonder said that the school board hear- 
ing in tho case was prejudiced In that the 
outcome of the bearing was known in ad- 
vance. 


"Tho findings of the Board of Educa- 


tion . . . were based upon prejudice, 
caprice and hearsay, and not upon evi- 
dence," according to the 15-pago motion. 


Tho motion also alleges that the school 


board held secret talks in the matter of 
tho Fender firing prior to and after tho 
board hearing. 


"The board was Influenced by evidence 


token and considered both before and 
after th hearings," the motion says. 


Fender's attorneys ask that ho bo 


reinstated as a full-time, tenured teacher 
in tho district and that ho receive back 
pay from tho data that ho was fired 
along with costs incurred by tho dis- 
missal proceedings. 


The board fired Fonder on June 29, 


and had a five-day hearing in the caso 
which began Aug. 22. On Sept. 6, the 
board upheld their original decision to 
fire tho former language-arts teacher. 


Fender is charged by the board with 


'"continuing inability to exercise mature 
judgment and restraint in dealing with 
classroom problems," and "a continuing 
pattern of cruelty and violence In his 
relationships with students." 


The board also said that Fender had 


struck students on four occasions during 
the 1071-72 school year after he had been 
told not to strike students by the admin- 
istration. 


The School Code of the State of Illinois 


, says that a teacher should bo granted a 


full board hearing after his dismissal. 
The code also states that "the teacher 
shall be given reasonable warning in 
writing, stating specifically the causes 
which, if not removed, may result in dis- 
missal." 


According to Fender's attorneys, Fend- 


er "never received warning in writing as 
required by the statute." 


"Tho proceedings violated tho Con- 


stitution of the United States, tho Con- 
stitution of tho State of Illinois, the 
School Code and other laws," the motion 
says. Tho board, the superintendent and 


the attorneys for Dist. 25 "at various 
times have acted in the capacities of 
complainant, prosecutor, witness, judge 
and jury in the dismissal proceedings. 


The motion also alleges that no 


charges or dismissal proceedings have 
been brought against other teachers in 
the district who have used the same dis- 
ciplinary measures as used by Fender. 


The motion will be issued to a circuit 


court judge who will consider all the evi- 
dence and make a determination in the 
cose. The decision is expected to take a 
few months. 


Before the Judge begins his deliber- 


ation, attorneys for the school board.will 
have a chance to answer the motion by 
filing the transcript of the proceedings 
with the judge. School board attorneys 
have 35 days to file their answer. 


In a separata criminal court cose, 


Fender was found innocent of battery 
charges on Sept 28. Parents of one of his 
students alleged he had beat their daugh- 
ter about the face. 


Fender is president of the Arlington 


Teachers Association, and was the chief 
negotiator for the teachers at contract 
talks held last spring with the school 
board.

"All American" Is an accolade_usually 


reserved for college football stars. 


But it is also a coveted title among 


hundreds of cities and villages across the 
country that each year compete in the 
All-America City contest. 


The contest, co-sponsored by the Na- 


tional Municipal League and the Satur- 
day Evening Post, is designed to judge 
citizen action and, in Arlington Heights, 
that moans committees and commis- 
sions. 


The village's bid for All-America City 


1972 rests on the action of its citizen com- 
mittees, principally the Environmental 


Control Commission (ECC), the Form of 
Government Committee (FOG) and the 
Joint Study Committee on Low and Mod- 
erate-Income Housing. 


"THE COMMUNITY now knows that 


its form .of government has been ques- 
tioned, examined and .improvements are 
under way; its social' awareness has 
been confirmed through a positive pro- 
gram for meeting the housing needs of 
its low and moderate-income families; 
and the maintenance and upgrading of 
its environmental quality is assured," 
the form entering the village In the 1972 
Ail-American City contest states. 


"The municipal building is ablaze with 


lights throughout each week accom- 
modating citizens groups dealing with 
unending problems of physical growth 
and social awareness. "There is so much 
citizen involvement that the local news- 
paper on August 11,1972, was moved to

Heights Park District residents will no 
longer have to wait several months for 
refunds for classes which were canceled 
or closed by the district. 


Refunds will be given to residents at 


the time they apply for them, officials 
said, provided the reason for the refund 
is justified. 


Beginning in the spring refunds will 


only be given for canceled classes, or in 
the case of Illnesses or if the family is 
moving. Special programs will be can- 
celed if a 48-hour notice is given and if 
the vacancy can be filled. 


Except in the case that a class is can- 


celed, a $1 service charge will be made 
for all refunds. A doctor's certificate will 
be necessary for refunds in the case of 
an illness. 


Special consideration will be given to 


refund applications with extenuating cir- 
cumstances. 


Treasurer of the pork district, Roger 


Burke, told the board Tuesday that the 
teen center, located in" the basement of 
Olympic Park, is nearly at a break even 
point. The monthly gross from the con- 
cession operation varies from $300 to

Individual Instruction 
Mrs. Laman's Class - Kids Love It

Charlotte Laman's first graders don't 


have desks, and they don't have the 
same books, and they're not always quiet 
and when the final bell rings each day at 
Forest Elementary School In DCS Plaines 
they don't want to go home. 


1 The kids in Mrs. Laman's first grade 
.class love school. It was last year Mrs. 
Laman decided to try the Individualized 
instruction teaching technique in her 
classroom. Instead of the traditional 
rows of desks where tho children sit at- 
tentively listening to tho same lesson, 
there are "activity centers" in different 
parts of the room consisting of felt 
boards, a tape recorder, a work table, a 
display table, or a game comer where 
the children are allowed to read and 
study In small groups at their own pace. 


The program was a success, the stu- 


dents liked the new organization and 


they often learned faster, said Mrs. La- 
man. "It's delightful to see how much 
the kids enjoy it," she said, "there's nev- 
er a dull moment now." 


WHEN THE CHILDREN are inter- 


ested, they learn more easily. When they 
work ln^ small groups with classmates 
who are on their own reading and arith- 
metic level, they don't feel frustrated or 
resentful, she said. 


"I try to provide such a variety of 


things so something will always interest 
someone," said Mrs. Laman. "Today, 
they were so Interested in what they 
were doing I had to remind them It was 
time to go home," she said. 


There's an old typewriter in one corner 


of the classroom 
and children 
arc 


allowed to play with it to learn the alpha- 
bet. There's a cardboard box on the 
shelves for each of the 19 children in the 
class where the children put their books, 


pencils, crayons, and papers instead of in 
a desk. A paper post office with a box for 
each Child sits on the window sill filled 
with graded papers and drawings. 


Each child gets more attention from 


the teacher and teacher aides. In the 
morning, under the individualized in- 
struction program, a mother of one of the 
students works as a classroom teacher 
aide and hi the afternoon a high school 
student from the child development pro- 
gram at Maine West High School works 
with the first graders. 


THE MOTHER volunteers work with 


the children, helping them with the work 
assigned by the teacher and often listen- 
ing to them read. "They really seem to 
enjoy It," she said. "They can see their 
kids were really learning." 


Students often help each other in small 


groups, said Mrs. Laman, and a child

and they may not use the school name 
without the permission of school officials. 


Michael Myers, administrative assist- 


ant said the school attorney has checked 
the policy and found it legally sound ex- 
cept for two articles. One prohibits activ- 


ities using false statements subjecting a 
person to hatred, ridicule or contempt 
which may injure a, reputation, and the 
other prohibits notices using statements 
grossly offensive to the "reasonable sen- 
sibilities" of school personnel and unduly 
• injurious to professional reputations. 


The school attorney said these two arti- 


cles may violate freedom of speech as 
stated in the first amendment of the U. 
S. Constitution, said Myer. Committee 
members decided to keep the articles in 
the school policy and the policy will be 
presented to the entire board of educa- 
tion for approval on Oct. 23.

Suit Filed Against Paddock Family 


Three minority stockholders of The 


Paddock Corporation hove filed suit in 
U.S. District Court charging three mem- 
bers of the Paddock family with 
"fraudulently inducing" them to invest 
$920,000 in the company In 1071. 


The Paddock Corporation is a holding 


company for Paddock Publications Inc., 
Arlington Heights, publishers of The Her- 
ald and eight other Northwest suburban 
dally newspapers, and Paddock Circle 
Newspapers Inc., Libcrtyvllle, publishers 
of seven weekly newspapers in Lake 
County. 
| 


The suit was filed by Robert K. Burns 


of Chicago, a professor of business at 
University of Chicago; John R. Malone 
of Park Forest, a newspaper consultant; 
and George M. Hllgendorf of Wlnnetka, 
an attorney. Malono and Hllgendorf are 
former officers of the corporation. 


Their complaint names Stuart R. Pad- 


dock Jr., Robert Y. Paddock, their sister 
Margie S. Flanders and Andrew Lamb, 
corporate treasurer. It alleges that the 
Paddocks "made representations and 
agreements which were false, untrue and • 
fraudulent" in order to secure the in- 
vestments. The plaintiffs charge that the 
alleged agreement included promises of 
revision In corporate and management 
structure s well as assurances that all 
three plaintiffs "would occupy certain 
Important offices and positions with the 


company." 


Burns,' Hllgendorf and Malone pre- 


sently control approximately 23.6 per 
cent of the corporation voting stock. An 
additional 23.4 per cent is held by other 
minority stockholders with approximate- 
ly 53 per cent controlled by the Paddock 
family. 


The suit seeks $500,000 in punitive dam- 


ages for each of the plaintiffs and asks 
for appointment of a new board of direc- 
tors. 


Stuart R. Paddock Jr., president of the 


corporation, said, "It Is our judgment, 
and that of counsel, that the suit is 


without merit in every detail. It will be 
aggressively defended, and we arc con- 
fident of a favorable outcome."

Progress Reported 


I stopped in recently at the candidate 


campaign headquarters located hi Des 
Plalncs and observed an enthusiasm that 
brought back many memories. 


In my prenewspaper days when my 


sons numbered one and I had tuna on my 
hands, I made a grand entrance Into the 
world of politics by becoming a volunteer 
worker for a candidate. Political science 
courses and tho Idealism of youth were 
still packed Into my head and political 
involvement seemed to bo tho thing to 
do. 


I wasn't really very selective. I hod 


my general likes and dislikes for candi- 
dates — based more on feelings than 
facts. One day I was walking down a 
street in Rogers Park (where I was liv- 
ing) and spied the campaign office of a 
candidate I generally liked. I walked In, 
volunteered and walked out with two 
shopping bags filled with address lists 
and envelopes. 


FROM THERE ON In I learned. I 


learned about my candidate and his op- 
ponent I learned some of tho tricks of 
the political campaign. I learned Just 
how much there Is to do to put a candi- 
date "before tho public eye." And I 
learned about people — their ignorance, 
their apathy and their prejudices. 


By working for just one candidate you 


find out about most or all of tho others 
who will bo on tho ballot In your pre- 
cinct. I loved to sit among tho veteran 
political workers and listen to their anec- 
dotes about so-and-so tho crook or so- 
and-so tho (bleep). It made no difference 
if the so-and-so In question was Republi- 
can or Democrat — if he was dishonest 
ho was known and talked about. 


I formed a definite opinion during 


those discussions. Both parties have good 
and bad. No slate is perfect and it's so 
important to find out as much as you can 
about each Individual who Is running. 


I WAS SENT TO two classes to find out 


how to be a poll watcher. (Poll watchers 
sit In • precinct checking off names of 
people who have voted.) That, too, was 
an education. Wo were taught how to fix 
voting machines, steal votes, and stack 
ballot boxes. Wo weren't supposed to do 
it; wo were supposed to prevent It. 


I left there ready to end all voto fraud 


hi Chicago. If someone even looked sus- 
picious In tho precinct I was covering I 
was ready to challenge his vote and hnvo 
him arrested. I never got my big chance. 
I think I lived In tho most honest, law- 
abiding neighborhood In the city. 


Orre of my biggest jobs as a volunteer 


was to canvass tho voters In my ward to 
find out who they were planning to voto 
for. It was also one of tho most frustra- 
ting experiences I've over had. 


WE WERE DIVIDED into teams and 


sent out with bags of literature, precinct 
lists and instructions on how to be pollto 
and Informative. So many of tho people 
wo called on just didn't want to be both- 
ered. Some opened their doors a crack, 
asked what wo wanted, listened a few 
seconds, cursed and slammed tho door. 


I was overwhelmed by the amount of 


Ignorance that prevailed among tho rcg- "^ 
istcrcd voters. A few weren't even awaro 
»- 


an election was coming up; a lot didn't 
even recognize the name of my candi- 
date (and he was running for one of the 
top three offices on the ballot). We began 
to keep track of the amount of times a 
person would simply ask, "Is he a Re- 
publican or Democrat?" and when an- 
swered, reply, "Oh, I'm sorry, I only 
vote for people from the other party." It 
happened so often. 


ON ELECTION DAY I was at the polls 


at 5:30 a.m. with all my poll watching 
paraphernalia. The election judges from 
my candidate's party were no more hap- 
py to sec me than the judges of the other 
party. My very presence seemed to be 
an affront to their honest character. 


I spent a very long day checking off 


names, phoning in the names of non-vot- 
ers to ward headquarters, and checking 
off more names. I sat through the voto 
talley at the end of the day and at 9 p.m. 
trudged through the rain on foot to ward 
headquarters to deliver the results. 


My candidate won in my precinct 


(which was a small victory); ho won in 
my ward (which was a larger victory); 
ho even won in the stato (which was a 
major victory because it was unexpect- 
ed). 


Rather than going to the bash of a vic- 


tory party that was going on in Chicago I- 
trudged home in the rain and went to 
bed. I decided to do my celebrating over 
my Rice Krispics the next morning when 
I felt more alive. 


By the time tho next election rolled 


around I was in tho newspaper business 
where professionalism prohibits political 
involvement. I'm glad I bothered to get 
Involved that one time in my life, though. 
It left me with an awareness I wish ev- 
ery voter had.

Pollution System Causes 
Fire At Magnet Wire 


Testing of a new pollution control sys- 


tem set off a fire yesterday at the Chi- 
cago Magnet Wire Corp. plant, 901 Chase 
Ave., Elk Grove Village, when a ventilat- 
ing fan failed and the system overheated. 


Elk Grove Village Fire Chief Allen Hu- 


lett said dry chemicals and some water 
were used to fight the blaze. 


Fourteen pieces of equipment from the 


village, Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect responded to the fire at the 
plant, and additional fire engines' from 
Schaumburg and Des Plaincs stood by at 
Elk Grove Village fire stations. All off- 
duty Elk Grove Village firemen were 
called back to work. 


The fire was controlled, and no em- 


ployes were evacuated from the building. 


Anthony Jordan, Magnet Wire execu- 


tive vice president, said the section 
where the fire occurred had been closed 
down during the testing in case there 
was trouble, and the rest of the plant 
was in full operation. 


He said the anti-pollution device ran 


well for about 10 minutes after it was 
started before the ventilating fan failed

I asked to review "The Lion In Win- 


ter." While the play contains much hu- 
mor, it is more drama than comedy and 
far meatier theater fare than the usual 
offering hereabouts. And I was curious to 
see how Country Club Theatre would 
transform Its comparatively smll stage 
Into an English king's palace. The whole 
Idea sounded like a real challenge. 


Well, hats off to Norman Rice and 


company. They have met the challenge 
In every way and arc offering superb en- 
tertainment In the lower level theater of 
Old Orchard Country Club. Excellent act- 
Ing, efficient stage management, a spare 
yet sufficient set and fitting background 
music combine to give the audience a 
most satisfying theater experience. I 
hope area residents will appreciate and 
take advantage of it. 


Playwright James Goldman takes his- 


torical facts about King Henry II of Eng- 
land and his three sons, all eager aspi- 
rants to his throne, and the wife he has 
Imprisoned for 10 years, Eleanor of Aqul- 
talnc, and with 20th century insight 
fleshes them out. Persons and passions 
come alive and history no longer Is mere 
citing of dates and statistics. It becomes 
human beings, relating to one another 


better or for worse, plotting for pow- 


er, making war. The result: an exciting 
play full of interesting characters. 


KING HENRY II is growing old. There 


Is no law governing succession to the 
English throne and he wants to name the 
next king while he still lives. His own 
choice is the youngest of his three living 
sons, John. Eleanor, while no longer 
sharing Henry's throne nor his bed, is 
still every bit a queen and as shrewd at 
maneuvering as he. She wants her favor- 
ite, Richard, to'aucceod Henry. 


The play takes place in Henry's court 


at Chlnon, France. He has permitted 
Eleanor to be present for Christmas. The 
entire time Is spent sparring with neither 
really winner nor loser. While the physi- 
cal bond between them has been cut, the 
spiritual one is far harder to sever. 


The entire cast docs a superb job in 


"The Lion in Winter," but Maureen Lee 
as Eleanor shines a bit more brightly 
than the rest. She is both regal and wom- 
anly, torn between the ambitions of a 
queen and the desires of discarded wife 
and rejected mother. Yet she endures. 


Norman Rice merits loud applause 


both as actor In his role as Henry and as 
director. 


THE THREE young men who play 


Henry's sons make their Country Club 
debuts in this play, and air arc impres- 
sive. John Justin Puleo plays Richard, 
the warrior and the eldest; David Per- 
kovlch portrays Geoffrey, the middle son 
who doesn't count but plots to be king 
nevertheless; and Scott Wallace is John, 
the youngest and the least bright.

If you'll excuse an overworked com- 


parison, Americans can determine the 
precise second at which a rocket will 
land on the moon, but they can't tell you 
what time of day your new sofa wUl be 
delivered. 


A survey by this column has revealed 


that not one of the major department 
stores In the Chicago area will give cus- 
tomers an approximate time for delivery 
of a piece of furniture or appliance. Not 
even so much as morning or afternoon. 


Said a spokesman at Marshall Field & 


Co.: "There is no time schedule for truck 
drivers. Delivery just depends on how 
the truck Is loaded." Personnel at Car- 
son Pirlo Scott, Montgomery Ward, 
Wlcboldt's and Scars unanimously con- 
curred that predicting time of delivery Is 
Impossible. 


It's no wonder, in view of the Incred- 


ibly haphazard delivery procedures these 
stores sewn to follow. 


Tho arrogance of department stores, in 


assuming that customers have nothing 
better to do than sit at home an entire 
day awaiting delivery, Is appalling. And 
anyone (like myself), who dares to ques- 
tion the policy Is often treated with hos- 
tility, as In the caso of the Carson's rep- 
resentative who demanded to know who I 
was — although I had already identified 
myself. 


Unfortunately, the stores have the con- 


sumer over a barrel because of their 
united front. If Just one store would have 
(he advertising sense to adopt a method 
for giving customers approximate times 
of delivery, the store would enjoy a gi- 
gantic competitive edge. And probably, 
other stores would eventually find It nec- 
essary to follow suit. 


There seemed to be only two cracks In 


the Iceberg of indifference. Scars will tell 
a customer the truck stop number as- 
signed to his furniture on the morning of 
delivery — which, might give an In- 
dication of approximate time of delivery, 
and L. Fish, a furniture store, will call a 
customer (at work, If necessary) 30 min- 
utes or an hour before delivery Is to be 
made. 


Small concessions for on Industry pro- 


fessing service to the customer. 


Tho stores insist It's Impossible to 


schedule delivery times. Ridiculous. All 
of American runs on time schedules. 
Buses, factories, even newspapers. And 
they copo with the unpredictable. 


If you happen to bo In the market for a 


piano, by the way, Lyon-Hcnly music 
store will tell you, about 3 p.m. the day 
before, approximately what time your pi- 
ano will be delivered. So why can't other 
stores do likewise?• • •

technical revisions In order to Improve 
effectiveness.) 


Another point to be considered is that 


soap companies, like most other manu- 
facturers, offer a range of products from 
low priced to high priced, and it has been 
common for thcni to use such features as 
enzymes or "extra brlghtencrs" as sell- 
Ing points for the higher priced items. 
The Federal Trade Commission has 
recently asked for ad substantiation in 
the cases of several laundry detergents 
claiming special cleaning powers. 


Meanwhile, the U.S. Department of Ag- 


riculture Is developing a laundry product 
as a substitute for phosphate detergents. 
The compound combines plain soap with 
a fat-based substance to prevent hard 
water curd from forming. A "builder," 
used In many detergents to break up 
heavy soil and grease and to soften the 
water, is then added. USDA reports that 
the resulting soap is as efficient in hard 
water as the best detergents, and it ap- 
pears to be completely safe to both 
health and the environment. Moreover, 
its basic Ingredients are abundant and 
renewable, which should keep cost down. 


There Is so much work around this 


place to get ready for winter, I feel like 
a squirrel. 


All the young trees, and especially all 


the evergreens, will need another dous- 
ing of water about Oct. 30. Yes, I know 
we've had the Great Flood, but in anoth- 
er three weeks, the plants will be dry 
again. Plants need an abundance of wa- 
ter as winter bits because during winter 
thaws they transpire and lose a lot of 
stored-up moisture. When the /'well" 
goes dry, they suffer whiter-kill. Juni- 
pers and yews seem to tell the tale soon- 
er than other evergreens. 


Young transplants like fruit trees and 


maples can have their trunks wrapped 
with aluminum foil up to the lowest 
branch, to prevent sunscald during the 
winter. (It sounds rlduculous, but true.) 
Also rabbit damage can be avoided by 
putting wire mesh around likely victims 
of munch. Ditto for covering tulip beds 
with wire mesh. 


LOTS OF TIMES I've seen people who 


prepare some of their pet plants for the 
cold by wrapping them up like mummies 
in burlap bags, rope and cardboard 
boxes. 


This is totally unnecessary, and in fact, 


may even be detrimental to the health of 
a plant. It Is lack of moisture, not the 
cold itself which kills the plant. Some 
mulch, perhaps a wind shield for rare 
specimens (like a columnar or upright 
arbor vitae or juniper), but never apply 
a tight covering which smothers a plant 
or stifles transpiration. 


Some people swear by rose cones. I've 


had best luck handling roses and rhodo- 
dendron with alternate layers of leaves 
and pine needles with black dirt, girdled 
In green rose collars or tar paper circled 


around to keep the leaves from blowing 
away. 


To me, the leaf, needle and collar 


method parallels the snowmobile suit in- 
sulation technique — a layer of air Is 
sandwiched between two light layers of 
insulation. (My layerage on the roses 
measures eight inches above the graft, 
by the way.) 


GO OVER THE foundation of your 


home for cracks where winter crawlies 
can gain entrance. You can paint, as I 
do, a narrow strip of creosote on the con- 
crete foundation, Just above ground lev- 
el, but well below the last row of siding 
os a' bug barrier. Carefully done, your 
artistry with the brush will hardly be no- 
ticeable. 


Now to get the gladioli and begonia 


bulbs pulled out after the first killing 
frost, stored dry in a box of vermlcullte 
in the basement, and I'll be ready for 
some really serious business.
